Conzales, the idea that former federal 
judge Michael Mukasey may soon be 
confirmed as US attorney general is al- 

nost a welcome relief. But it should not 
be. Just because Mukasey is probably the 
best nominee the nation can hope for 
from this White House, that does not 
mean he is what the government needs, 
or what the nation deserves. 

At his recent Senate Judiciary confir- 
mation hearing, Mukasey actually an- 
swered most questions put him, and 
offered admirable promise: that 
would resign rather than violate the US 
Constitution. This is a novel idea for most 
officials in the upper reaches of the Bush- 
Cheney regime. So even if Mukasey’s 
promise turns out to be limp lip service, 
there is a degree of wonder in the fact that 
a Republican cabinet candidate would 
even recognize that principle should trump 
politics least occasion. 

But Mukasey also showed his flaws. 
Namely, waffled and dodged shame- 
fully when came discussing torture 
water boarding. Plus, he shares the Repub- 
licans’ obsession with voter fraud, at least 
it’s perpetuated Democrats Mukas- 
seem find allegations GOP 
voter fraud so bad at all. 

And, as is the case with voter fraud, it 
is doubtful that Mukasey will break ranks 
with the Bush White House on the issue 
executive privilege, now almost-time- 
honored practice that has absolutely 
basis in constitutional law. The Bushies 
(as well as many other modern presidents) 
have invoked the privilege curtail con- 
gressional investigation questionable 
White House practices, most recently re- 
garding the roles Karl Rove and Harriet 
Miers in the politically motivated dismiss- 
als Attorneys. 

Dwarfing the issue getting the 
bottom six years compromised and 
possibly criminal administration within 
the Justice Department itself, is the simple 
question whether the president above 
the law. Or, to put it another way, must 
the president obey the laws that Congress 
has enacted? Mukasey, in effect, says the 
president must most the time.

Patrick’s Obama endorsement signifi- 
cant in that Massachusetts is a source of 
both campaign contributions for national 
operations and manpower for the New 
Hampshire primary, But purely local 
level, it underscores Patrick’s commitment 
change. Despite the obvious ease that 
Patrick and Obama displayed with each 
other at the Boston Common rally, this 
had tough choice for Patrick.

People becoming organized 
is the first step toward taking back control of our country. Any 
form of people-resistance against this war is something that 
should be supported and further developed.” 

Which is exactly why you should go.

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The Internet has been an agglomerate of se- 
crets since the first chat room was invented. 
Now blogs and Web sites out closeted sena- 
tors, and Craigslist users flock to the “Rants 
and Raves” boards to expel their (usually 
anonymous) opinions while “Missed Connec- 
tions” posters divulge their crushes. Soon 
Web sites may even replace stiff therapists’ 
sofas and cramped church cubicles as the 
confessional outlet of choice. And why not? 
No other place can offer such comforting 
anonymity and the possibility of low-risk 
secret-purging. 

“We all have a secret that would break 
your heart if you knew what it was,” says 
Frank Warren, creator of the PostSecret blog 
(postsecret. blogspot.com), which allows 
readers to send in often-artistic, always- 
confessional postcards and share them with 
the world online. “I think we'd all be more 
compassionate realized that.” 


Warren speaks deliberately and softly on 3 2 


the phone, seemingly the type of person with 
whom you'd want to share secrets. Then again, 
that may be due to the fact that he’s in a Seattle 
museum in the midst of a tour supporting his 
fourth and most recent PostSecret book, A Life- 
time of Secrets (William Morrow), for which he'll 
stop by the Brattle Theatre on Tuesday. 

The posted secrets on Warren's site range 
from humorous to heartbreaking, from vague 
to intimage, completely relatable glances into 
the inner psyches of complete strangers. “As 
a child on my aunt and uncle’s farm,” reads a 
recent blog post, “I fed a chicken nugget toa 
chicken. I still feel guilty about it.” 

In A Lifetime of Secrets, one confession, 
printed on a crayon drawing of a dinosaur, 
reads meekly, “I hide my vulnerability behind 
meanness. Sorry.” Another, a torn-out book 
page turned postcard, has the marker-written 
words, “I handed the most important person 


in my life the drugs that killed him.” 

In 2004, Warren, a Maryland-based small- 
business owner and volunteer at the suicide- 
prevention National Hopeline Network, littered 
the Washington, DC, area with 3000 blank, 
self-addressed postcards, asking finders to 
mail him their secrets. With the first 100 he 
received, he created an art exhibit, then the 
blog, which recently got its millionth hit. 
Warren now receives about 1000 postcards per 
week, along with a plethora of e-mailed reader 
Tesponses. And the short time since his 
fourth book's October 9 release date, PostSecret 
fanatics have begun leave postcards 


bonus secrets for others to discover within 
the book’s pages. 

Warren organized A Lifetime of Secrets accord- 
ing to the estimated age of the submitter, 
making it something of a commentary on life 
stages. “It shows the way secrets change as 
we grow older,” he says. But they also signify 
“the surprising way they stay the same.”

The National 
Center for Higher Educa- 
tion Risk Management's 
Web site defends adopt- 
ing campus procedural 
rules that deny rights, 
such as a fair disciplin- 
ary hearing or the pre- 
sumption of innocence: 
“While these [campus] 
rules cause no end of 
confusion to those out- 
side the college world, 
they are essential to the 
preservation of the func- 
tion and operation of the 
campus process.”

But 
returning Emerson students turning 
that same page would have found a glar- 
ing omission, since the “Statement of 
Rights and Responsibilities” published 
the 2006-2007 (and earlier) editions of the 
handbook had suddenly morphed into the 
current “Statement Responsibilities.” 

What happened, the returning 
might ask, to the student bill of rights? Do 
students Emerson now have responsi- 
bilities without having any rights? Who at 
Emerson made such reckless and whole- 
sale use of the “delete” key? And why? 

That's what Ashley Porter, a student 
reporter for the Emerson College student 
news organization EIV, sought find out 
when she noted the disparity between 
the prior Student Handbook and the cur- 
rent edited version. Whoever prepared the 
new handbook for printing had excised 
the entire list nine rights previously 
guaranteed all students, including due 
process disciplinary hearings, the right 
free from discrimination, the guaran- 
tee of privacy, and, most notable, a broad 
panoply rights modeled after the United 
States Constitution’s Bill Rights (speech, 
press, political belief and affiliation, peace- 
ful assembly, and the right petition for 
redress grievances). archived copy 
last year’s handbook, saved for posterity on 
the third-party Web site Internet Archive 
(archive.org), outlined the surgery. 

Porter tells the Phoenix that when she con- 
fronted Ronald Ludman, dean 


students, he at first denied that the rights 
were removed from the handbook. Then, 
after being shown the irrefutable side-by-side 
evidence, Ludman acknowledged that the 
change had occurred, but, according to Porter, 
explained that “it was inappropriate for 
have them all written.

First, for instance, schools have 
started explain that the rights are 
not contracts and are unenforceable;

The 
University New England Biddeford, 
Maine, informs students that the school

time.” Similarly, Creighton University, 
Omaha, Nebraska, lists students’ rights 
but renders them meaningless explain- 
ing that the school can “deviate 
this handbook any time.” 
That schools have relied this ploy 

unsurprising. result Schaer and 
similar court opinions around the country, 
campus administrators panicked over the 
possibility that words and rights were 
suddenly going have real meaning 
campus life.

Their crime: reporting, cover story 
the VVM-owned alt-weekly Phoenix NewTimes, 
legally protected details ongoing 
grand-jury investigation the paper 
including subpoena request for informa- 
tion (IP addresses, domain names, “cookie” 
data, etc.) on every single individual who’d 
looked the paper’s Web site since 2004. 
That investigation, in turn, stemmed from 
a July 2004 article on the real-estate hold- 
ings Maricopa County Sheriff Joe Arpaio, 
long-time nemesis and native 
of Springfield, Massachusetts. 

Arpaio conservative crank beloved, 
certain quarters, for “reinstating the chain 
gang, making inmates wear pink under- 
wear, and putting convicted criminals 
tents in the desert to ease overcrowding,” as 
Lou Dobbs Tonight correspondent approvingly 
put it. After noting, in the July 2004 story, 
that information several Arpaio proper- 
ties was redacted from state records due to 
alleged threat Arpaio’s life, NewTimes 
mocked the claim and, for good measure, 
published Arpaio’s home address, asking: 
“Why shouldn’t Old Man Joe the same 

glass house the rest us?” That 
disclosure could have been ille- 
gal Arizona but only

located elsewhere on the Web.) 

New Times’ October 18 story on these and 
other details the grand-jury investiga- 
tion proved strategic masterstroke. 
The next day, Maricopa County Attorney 
Andrew Thomas announced that his office 
was dropping all charges against NewTimes; 
panned special prosecutor Dennis Wilenchik 
for trying to arrange a private meeting 
with the judge overseeing the grand jury; 
and announced Wilenchik’s dismissal. 
Overnight, Larkin and Lacey went from 
wronged vindicated heroes. “This 
really is a win for the Constitution,” Lacey 
announced, according the Arizona Republic. 
That's for sure. 

The second situation which pits the 
alternative newspaper Orlando Weekly against 
the Orlando-based Metropolitan Bureau 
Investigation (MBI) — is a bit murkier. And, 
for now, lacks happy ending. 

On October 19, three advertising execu- 
tives from the Weekly were arrested the 
MBI — an odd city/state/federal hybrid 
tasked, according its Web site, with 
“investigating medium- high-level 
Narcotics, Vice, and Organized Crime orga- 
nizations” and charged with sundry 
offenses, including aiding and abetting pros- 
titution. The arrests came after the trio was 
approached pair undercover police 
officers who, according to the MBI, made it 
abundantly clear that they were seeking 
advertise their prostitution services. 

conversation with the daily Orlando 
Sentinel, MBI director Bill Lutz linked the 
arrests ongoing efforts stamp 
out prostitution in central Florida, and to 
the Weekly’s refusal aid that effort ceas- 

ing to run “adult services” and “certified 

advertisements. The 
Weekly, however, claimed 
that all its advertising 
legal, and that it was the 
victim of retaliatory justice. 
statement from pub- 
lisher Rick Schreiber put it: 
“The arrests are blatant 
attempt infringe the First 
Amendment rights 

this newspaper and its adver- 

tisers. suspect that the 

MBI has targeted our company 

because are the only news- 

paper the area that has been 
critical the MBI series 
investigative articles over the past 
several years.” This interpretation 
jibes with post Sentinel colum- 
nist and blogger Scott Maxwell, 
titled “MBI vs. Orlando Weekly Raises a 
Red Flag.” 


The Weekly, after all, has been all 
over the MBI like fleas on a dog in recent 
years. The Weekly doesn’t like the MBI. 
And the MBI doesn't like the Weekly. 
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That's common knowledge. And yet, in our 
story today, MBI Director Bill Lutz seemed 
deny that his department had grudge 
against the paper. that’s what he’s say- 
ing, crock. And not being hon- 
est about that, makes you wonder what 


other parts his story leave something 
desired. 


best-case scenario for the Weekly, 
the paper would benefit from the same 
broad-based public wrath that fol- 
lowed the arrests Lacey and Larkin. 
(Including, for example, the reaction 
Clint Bolick, official the con- 
servative Goldwater Institute, who told 
Phoenix radio station KTAR that the 
Arizona subpoena was “possibly the 
broadest invasion of privacy and free- 
speech rights that I’ve ever seen.”) 
“Defend the Orlando Weekly” rally that 
took place earlier this 
week may help. So might 
a devastating article, 
“Operation MBI Shame,” 
posted OrlandoWeekly. 
com following the 
arrests. Here’s an 
excerpt.

For those who don’t already know, 
Page Six the Post’s (in)famous gossip 
column, which recently gave us one of 
the more striking examples journal- 
istic tone-deafness in recent memory. 
The catalyst was New York magazine 
story about Gawker.com, the notoriously 
Manhattan-y, insider-y, bitchy media- 
gossip Web site. said piece, author 
Vanessa suggested that, with 
Gawker around, and Page Six “emascu- 
lated” recent payola scandal (more 
that bit), the latter outfit was becom- 
ing superfluous. 

Page Six’s response was published 
October 16, under the headline EMASCULAT- 
ED? SEE! closed with the following 
nugget: ignores the fact that 
half the Page Six staff female. The male

Much virtual ink was quickly spilled 
the question precisely what this bon 
mot meant. The prevailing interpreta- 
tion seemed that was rape threat 
with an asterisk; in sum, Johnson and Bill 
Hoffman, the other guy Page Six’s four- 
person staff, would prove Grigoriadis wrong 
sexually assaulting her that is, she 
weren't so (allegedly) hairy. Others noted 
that alternate interpretations were possible: 
for example, perhaps Johnson and Hoffman 
simply meant that they could visually prove 
Grigoriadis that they weren’t castrated, 
that they remain full non-sexual vim 
and vigor. 

Whatever the intended meaning, Page 
rebuttal brought abundance bad 
press which was promptly filed, the 
collective consciousness of 
those who pay attention 
such things, with other bad 
press Page Six and Johnson 
have recently received. 

Tasteless the 
Grigoriadis shtick was, 
still-festering allegations 
that Page Six had habit 
trading good coverage for 
cash were probably worse. 
The Page Six payola scan- 
dal tagged wags 
“Page Fix,” “Paid Six,” and 
“Payola Six” developed 
after Jared Paul Stern, a 
former Page Six contribu- 
tor, was accused of shak- 
ing down supermarket 
Radar 
moneyman Ron Burkle. 
Stern responded, essen- 
tially, dishing mass 
quantities dirt the 
hand that had fed him, 
detailing Page Six’s alleged 
behind-the-scenes work- 
ings. His charges were 
soon augmented those 
Ian Spiegelman, another 
Page Six alum. 
ABC’s Nightline put it, 
the picture that emerged 
had Johnson “running 
the column like Mafia 
don,” punishing those 
who didn’t play along 
and rewarding those who 


auteur/obnoxious jackass 
Joe Francis, who reportedly 
funded Johnson's $50,000 
bachelor party 2006 Mexico.) 

response and Page Six, less 
the Post admitted that Johnson had accepted 
$1000 payment from restaurateur, some- 
thing Post editor Col Allan termed “grave 
mistake.” The bachelor party went unex- 
plained, however; later, the Times reported 
that spokesman said that Johnson had paid 
for his own plane ticket. 

Today, the Page Six payola scandal 
seems have blown over, but it’s also 
left long-term taint the brand. Factor 
the Grigoriadis flap, and you might 
think that the Post would inclined 
entrust the Page Six reins someone 
less (ahem) controversial. Apparently, 
though, you would wrong. Johnson 
still the gossip show the Post. 
And when Radar contacted Allan for com- 
ment the Grigoriadis dust-up earlier 
this month, responded thusly: “Get 
life.”

_Russian anarchist Peter Kropotkin, 
“The Spirit of Revolt,” 1880 


athy Wilkerson, 62-year-old math 

teacher and mother of one, was, 

quote “Desolation Row,” famous 

long ago, member the radical 

political collective Weatherman, 
whose name references another Dylan song. 
To understate it in the extreme, Weatherman 
and Wilkerson were controversial players 
in the late-1960s-early-’70s anti-war move- 
ment. Thirty-seven years after 
bombing-plot-gone-wrong put her name 
the headlines and her face FBI most-want- 
posters, Wilkerson has chronicled the tra- 
jectory her personal involvement radical 
politics autobiography, Flying Close the 
Sun (Seven Stories Press; 393 pages; $26.95). 

Unlike the majority of "60s anti-war activ- 

ists, Weatherman advocated armed conflict 
with the war-makers and all who sailed with 
them, particularly cops, banks, military con- 
tractors, and imperialist corporations. While 
millions across America were demonstrating

against the war inside confrontational limits 
set the nonviolent tactical legacy the 
civil-rights movement, Weatherman, the 
spirit of 19th-century Communist anarchists, 
was provoking the police into street tussles 
and planting home-made bombs politi- 
cally ugly nexus. 

We, by which I mean the anti-violence 
crowd within which was personally active, 
considered Weatherman insane (if under- 
standably so), and feared their extremism 
and criminal activities would give all 
bad reputation. Worse, violent crimes done 
the name the peace movement gave 
Edgar Hoover's FBI and pretty much anybody 
in a uniform the excuse they sought to jus- 
tify, for example, murdering white students 
Jeffrey Glen Miller, Allison Krause, Sandra 
Lee Scheuer, and William Knox Schroeder 
Kent State University Ohio May 1970. 
(Gunning down black activists was, by then, 
essentially established law-enforcement 
practice.) 

Weatherman was not the only armed 
revolutionary group; for a time in 1969 and 
'7O, some domestic political target was 
bombed nearly every day. build- 
ings was bad public relations, Wilkerson, 
circumstance and fatal accident, became the 
negative poster child. But I’m 
getting ahead the story. 


THE SHORT VERSION 
For those you who tuned the or- 
ganization Students for Democratic Society 
(SDS) evolved from student socialist groups in 
the early 1960s. In pure form, it advocated the 
democratic principles human equality, par- 
ticipatory democracy, and direct (i.e., outside 
electoral channels) action address injus- 
tice principally via community organizing 
public demonstration. SDS played key 
energizing Northern youth assist 
the Southern civil-rights struggle. 

the mid there were SDS chap- 
ters campuses throughout America. The 
“national” leadership was so dedicatedly anti- 
authoritarian, and the information-based 
open-forum campus meetings diversified, 
that the group lacked any unified goals 
Strategies. around 1967, SDS was ripe for 
takeover organized doctrinaire fac- 
tion, which attracted the form the 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP, just PL). 
overtly and covertly infiltrated SDS chapters, 
often dominated discussion, and did its best 
bend the group’s agenda away from leftist 
democratic debate toward Leninist rhetoric. 
Where this happened, weakened influ- 
enee anti-war activism and encouraged the 
formation slew alternative direct-action 
coalitions. have done better job 
wrecking SDS the FBI had paid them. 

Still, through its national newsletter, New 
Left Notes, which Wilkerson was editor for 


several years, SDS continued to serve as a 
somewhat toothless incubator and filter for 
political philosophy and tactics, which made 
the rounds of campus activists. Stymied by 
the determination of PL disruption, many 
local chapters, Boston-area ones included, 
devolved into mostly talk and little action. 
(At BU, classmates who took speed and ran 
at the mouth were frequently chided, “You 
sound like SDS meeting.”) Other chap- 
ters continued doing good work aiding draft 
attacking community issues, and 
reaching out the disenfranchised poor. 

Enter {coast the Black Panther Party, 
militant African-American activist group 
that chose work totally outside the white 
establishment and, largely, apart from the 
student left. SDS leadership, philosophically 
least, opposed all forms elitism. They 
harbored lingering faith student-worker 
alliance. (Students themselves, after years 
persecution hard-hats, had abandoned 
that notion.) And they promoted white 
guilt, believing, accurately, that most social 
activists, including themselves, were white, 
middle-class, educated, and otherwise com- 
paratively privileged. SDS longed ally itself 
with the Panthers, even the Panthers 
mushroomed out central control and came 
under brutal attack police and the FBI. 

In the late 1960s, America was a physi- 
cally dangerous place, extent 
white citizen under could imagine today. 
Progressive leaders were being assassinated 
alleged nut cases with suspicious efficacy. 
Black communities reacted economic 
injustice with self-destructive violence. 
Student protestors were clubbed and jailed; 
their leaders put trial. Police seemingly 
declared open season ghetto leaders. 
Years massive anti-war demonstrations 
had thus far accomplished little beyond 
widespread disillusionment. Struggling 
secure its place the desperate and super- 
charged environment that followed from the 
nationally televised police riot the 1968 
Democratic National Convention in Chicago, 
ever-loquacious SDS fell apart. was inevi- 
table that the activist left’s growing sense 
powerless frustration inspire more danger- 
ous game — domestic terrorism. 

SDS collapsed, splinter group 
emerged, called Weatherman (in common 
parlance, “the Weathermen”; later, official- 
ly, the Weather Underground Organization), 
which orchestrated pointless mini-riots, as 
meaning incite miraculous armed rebel- 
lion among unarmed political dissenters. 

was poorly thought-out, and counter- 
productive, tactic. line with the doctrine 
white guilt, Weatherman, Wilkerson 
reports, decided that inviting the cops 
brutalize white protestors would somehow 
draw fire away from the black community. 
And that would make things more fair. The

Panthers did not, most accounts, agree. 

Chicago the long-time national 
SDS headquarters the Panther party was 
directed part the likely heir Martin 
Luther King’s status the national black 
community, Fred Hampton, who had formed 
local alliances with SDS and several urban 
street gangs. 

“Fred Hampton argued against [our vio- 
lent vociferously,” explains Wilkerson 
Phoenix interview earlier this month. 
“Although many of us didn’t know it at the 
time, thought Weatherman strategy was 
suicidal, and damaging to the black commu- 
nity as well. He said that, far from drawing 
heat from the police, would stir the police 
and make more irrational violence from the 
police directed everybody including, and 
probably more so, the black activists. 
turned out was right.” 

In late 1969, Hampton was murdered — 
drugged FBI mole then shot 
his sleep Chicago and Cook County police. 

Rather than rethinking its battle plan, 
Weatherman took the killing last-straw 
outrage, and, Wilkerson’s book suggests, 
responded dividing into cells dedicated 
bombing establishment targets various 
American cities. 


EXPLOSIVE CLIMAX 
This how Cathy Wilkerson, toiled 
with SDS for years despite battling internal 
sexism and relentless ideological soul-search- 
ing, came accept drastic course action. 
“From the moment I joined 
Weatherman,” she tells the Phoenix, sus- 
pended sense-making. said, 
doesn’t make sense to me, but maybe 
there’s something here need learn, 
let me suspend judgment for a while and 
let with this and see what there is.’ 
But then got caught it, and lost 
connection with my ability to make sense 
of things, and sort of just accepted that it 
didn’t make sense and acted purely from 
emotional standpoint anger.

The “townhouse explosion” de- 

stroyed historic building 
West Tith Street in Greenwich Village. The 
house was once owned Merrill, 
Merrill-Lynch fame, and later by lyricist How- 
ard Dietz (“That's Entertainment”). At the 
time of the blast, Dustin Hoffman lived next 
door. The current structure at that address, 
designed architect Hugh Hardy, stands 
out literally from the row flat 
1840s Federalist facades. Hardy's plan pays 
a sort of tribute to the 1970 explosion by hav- 
ing the new front rooms set 
angle, causing therm to protrude toward the 
sidewalk as if the structure had been turned 
on its foundation by some mighty upheaval.

impromptu bomb factory. 

some unspecified end, the “townhouse 
collective” planned bomb military dance 
Fort Dix, New Jersey. Instead, their inept 
and inexperienced bomb-making brought 
down the Wilkerson townhouse. Three con- 
spirators, Ted Gould, Diana Oughton, and 
Terry Robbins, the latter a romantic interest of 
Wilkerson’s who had invited her to New York, 
were killed the blast. SDS mainstay Kathy 
Boudin and Wilkerson survived and went 
underground. Wilkerson remained hid- 
ing until turning herself in, 1980. She was 
subsequently convicted illegal possession 
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of firearms, not the murder charge that had 
hung over her head for a decade, and briefly 
served time. 

Looking back, Wilkerson, though still 
saddened by the loss of her friends, thinks 
the accident was, pragmatically, for the 
best. Had people been killed Fort Dix, the 
official backlash would have been extreme. 
Further, the Weatherman deaths were a 
wake-up call to the larger organization. 
“Jeez,” somebody must have said, “people can 
really die because of this shit!” 

Outside Weatherman, the bombing was 
felt as an embarrassment, and activists fell 


all over each other disowning it. Wilkerson, 
.= who absorbed public reaction from a safe 

house, agrees. lot people felt that. 

also think lot other people empathized 
with Weatherman’s rage and disliked the 

tactics and disliked Weathe 


nan because 
they treated people in a roughshod kind of 


= Way. They humiliated people, they attacked 


people intellectually, and they were intellec- 
tually dishonest. So there was a lot of dislike 
Weatherman and distrust Weatherman. 
That was almost universal.” 

During the four years after the town- 
house explosion, the Weather Underground 
took credit for 15 bombings, all of them 
“symbolic” meaning the bombers issued 
advance warnings and set off explosives 
(luckily) unpopulated war-related targets 
after hours. 

The Kent State murders, the one event 
that might have been a real opportunity 
to incite white, middle-class dissenters to 
violence, came two months later, and was 
followed large-scale demonstrations and 
confrontations — a few violent, but largely 
peaceful. At that juncture, indeed, nobody 
needed Weatherman know which way 
the wind was blowing. 


SHE TELLS 

Today, Wilkerson looks like any other down- 
dressing middle-aged woman. She lives 
Brooklyn and, for 20 years, has taught math 
the New York public-school system ironi- 
cally comfortable with having realized her 
proto-feminist adolescent fear being forced 
become nurse, teacher, secretary. Her 
manner is remarkably unemotional, consider- 
ing her past. She’s calm and measured, with 
underlying hint suspicion. Until the 
current book tour, which packed 
Porter Square Books on a rainy night this past 
week, many of her current co-workers, sie re- 
ports, were unaware of her angry history. 

The first 344 pages Flying Close the Sun 
covers the build-up the townhouse explo- 
sion, which itself treated paragraphs.

Things pick 
when Wilkerson arrives at 
Swarthmore, nascently 
politicized SDS, and gets 
involved (and arrested) with 
group black activist 
women in nearby Chester, 
Pennsylvania. 

From there, the book 
becomes very personal 
ideological odyssey, as 
Wilkerson sorts her way 
through the sequence of 
political issues and theo- 
ries related to civil rights, 
economic justice, racism, 
classism, sexism, and activ- 
ism. Like for many 
her age, the Vietnam War 
became the crucible 

wide-ranging dissent, 
and participation 
escalating stream direct 
actions against the war emboldened 
among subculture like-minded com- 
trades. At the same time, I contend, the 
experience progressively isolated from 
mainstream reality. 

Cast this light, Wilkerson’s acceptance 
Weatherman’s violent tactics more 
understandable than the shorthand history 
above might imply. As the movement grew 
and government opposition intensified, 
was impossible not perceive the string 
of events and new ideas, of which much 

the country was ignorant, famous 
progression. But toward what? The rhetoric 
hinted at some sort of revolution that would 
result in a more just world. But except for 
the Marxist-Leninist hardliners, whose very 
precise vision the future was completely 
odds with any place white middle-class 
Americans wanted to live, nobody ever artic- 
ulated where we were going. 

Terrorism know today high- 
altitude sabotage and daily suicide bomb- 
ings makes Weatherman’s antics seem 
like amateur theater. And “theater,” 
Wilkerson now believes, best defines their 
most hostile activities. But at the time, she 
recalls, Weatherman promoted its direct 
actions “real politics.” And the police 
and FBI (and Middle America) responded 
the country were under threat the 
Bolsheviks reincarnated. 

Weatherman embraced the compari- 
son with intimidating dramatic postur- 
ing terrorist slogans (“Off the pig!” etc.) 
and images armed American youth, from 
which most people disassociated. Many 
activists jumped off the bandwagon when 
Weatherman raised the activism bar above 
the levels of individual consciences. Still, 
within the “more radical than thou” ethos 
that thrived the rudderless 
environment, few actually argued very loud 
against violence the next step. 

Plus, Wilkerson says, there were no obvi- 
ous think the problem was 
really rigorous argument [against 
because the people who thought 
that kind strategy was destructive didn’t 
feel they had another kind strategy that 
was better. Nobody knew what do.”

hat a difference a death makes. In Sep- 
tember 1979, after the release of Unknown 
Pleasures , Joy Division were interviewed by a 
writer called Dave McCullough for the Brit- 
ish music weekly Sounds. didn’t well: 
the band glared sullenly at their interrogator, who found the 
conversational deficits of singer lan Curtis, in particular, to be 
less than impressive. “No amount of undermilling obscurity,” 
wrote McCullough, “will convince me that Joy Division’s stat- 
ic, murky militancy is real. . . . Atthe moment, the music 
(like the people) too supercilious ring true.” 

Eight months later, lan Curtis was dead by his own 
hand at the age of 23, and McCullough — as recorded by 
David Nolan in his new book Bernard Sumner: Confusion (IMP; 
224 pages; $26.65) was singing different song the 
pages Sounds. Curtis was the stuff enchanted, 
immutable mystery,” eulogized desperately. “When met 


. .. he poured pure silver. . . . That man cared for you, that 


man died for you.” 

Pity the poor journalist: he was only doing his job. He 
was, in a sense, reporting the facts. For Joy Division fans, 
Curtis had just made the voyage — approximately the length 
of a hangman's rope — from charismatic frontman to super- 

latural scapegoat/redeemer. Within weeks, Factory Records 
would release the band’s second album, Closer, the recording 
of which had been completed before Curtis’s death. Curtis 
had also found time to approve the cover art: an image, from 
the sculpted frontispiece Genovese tomb, Christ-like 

igure attended by kneeling mourners. Closer’s frigid, cavern- 
ous music, meanwhile, sounded less like a suicide note than 
like the prelude the fall empire. Critics queued 
howl their obsequies.

There were, of course, some salient differ- 
ences, too. The only person foretell Curtis’s 
death had been himself (though its omens 
are engraved across Joy Division’s music). 
And over the demons, unfortunately, he 

“There’s taste 
mouth/As desperation takes hold” (“Love 
Will Tear Apart”). With his wife threaten- 
ing divorce and his epilepsy out of control, 
on May 18, 1980, the eve of Joy Division’s first 
American tour, hanged himself with 
laundry line his own kitchen.

And it wasn’t, as it 
surely was for some his punk-rockin’ peers, 
the shock value: nobody could have been less 
interested the cheap scandal swastika 
armband. Rather, it was as if the inhuman 


scale the fascist project its cold pride, 

its resistance time, and the horrors sealed 
into history its corresponded with 
the loneliest chamber his own 
the aura of fascism, Curtis had located the 
“abyss that laughs creation” (as put 
“Heart and Soul”), the mind-state that made 
him ghost his life. “Someone take these 
dreams away,” he sang in 1979’s “Dead Souls,” 
“that point another day. Where 
figures from the past stand tall/And mocking 
voices ring the halls/Imperialistic house 
prayer/Conquistadors who took their share/ 
They keep calling me.” Lyrics like these were 
not coded signal for supremacist skinheads 
storm the Houses Parliament. Curtis 
was saying, God help him, that somewhere 
inside him he had Egypt, Rome, and the 
Third Reich. 

Joy Division cannot begin to be understood 
without reference to Curtis’s consistent invo- 
cation Nazi Germany. The band’s name 
itself was taken from a favorite novel of his, 
House Dolls the Auschwitz survivor 
Yehiel De-Nur, writing as Ka-tzetnik 135633 
(the Yiddish word camper” 
and the number tattooed De-Nur’s arm). 
It’s text that straddles the line between fic- 
tionalized reportage and Holocaust 
Nazi labor camp, group female prisoners 
are sterilized and then prostituted their 
guards. They are the Joy Division. cringed,” 
wrote Deborah Curtis of the moment when 
she heard the name. “It was gruesome and 
tasteless and hoped that the majority 
people would not know what meant.” 

Such, however, were her husband's pre- 
occupations. Curtis’s lyrics songs such 
as “Leaders of Men” and “Walked in Line” 
made murky allusions the crimes 
hypnotized populace. Others, such 1977’s 
“Failures,” were wistful for some kind 
apocalyptic reckoning with greatness: “He 
longer denies/All the failures the Modern 
Man. . . . In his time he was a total man/ 
Taken from side.” These were cues 
picked up, apparently half-consciously, by 
the rest the band, who began affect 
totalitarian dourness of dress and demeanor. 

“Anybody remember Rudolf Hess?” sneers 
Bernard Sumner, played by James Anthony 
Pearson in Corbijn’s Control, before an early 
Joy Division show. (Hess was Hitler’s deputy 
the Nazi Party, interned for life solitary 
confinement Spandau Prison.) Musically 
and conceptually, Joy Division seem have 
operated like this — undercover, as it were. 
The spirit emanating from Curtis would 
translated or embodied with mediumistic 
accuracy by his bandmates, who would then 
cheerfully profess that they had no idea what 
he was on about. “Here, here/Everything is 
design” went the song 

While he functions, the depressive leads 
a double life. In one dimension, Ian Curtis 
was married, living in a small house outside 
Manchester, nine-to-fiving it by day and hav- 
ing laugh with his mates night; the 
other he was assailed by leadership fantasies, 
near-cosmic guilt, and the blood-stink of the 
Coliseum. Northern English working-class 
culture, with its verbal economy 
glum understatement, its hooded pas- 
sions, was the strangest homes for him. 
“Joy Division’s stage presence,” Deborah Curtis 
observed, “the power they held, had nothing 
common with the timid, giggling boys who 
would stand the bar.” 

This is the flaw, for me, in Corbijn’s deci- 
sion shoot the entirety Control legend- 
ary black-and-white.

I’m not supposed like Wagamama, 

but do. I’m not supposed like 
chains, and Wagamama UK-based 
chain with 79 restaurants in 10 countries. 
(The Harvard Square and Quincy Market 
locations are the first US outlets.) I hate 
loud restaurants, and Wagamama 
long, open room with an open kitchen, 
louder than most Harvard University din- 
ing halls. also hate standing lines, sol 
should gripe that Wagamama doesn’t take 
reservations. But since it’s fast and large, 
the lines are never long. Still, why pay 
more here when authentic Japanese food is 
as close as Porter Square? 

Because Wagamama is quick, tasty, 
and fun. Never mind that most the fla- 
vor comes from salt and hot pepper, with 
dashes sweet. That’s part the fun, and 
also part the fusion, since Wagamama 
a Japanese noodle house with a lot of 
Malaysian-British influence. 

Food comes out whenever it’s ready 
and delivered random servers. But 
the Wagamama staff seems have this 
organized, everyone gets the right food 
fast even the main dishes sometimes 
precede appetizers (here called “Side dishes: 
these are not appetizers”). 

the “side dishes” had, was most 
impressed the grilled asparagus ($6.50). 
The dry heat concentrates the flavor, and the 
five spears, with their Japanese togarashi 
(sesame-pepper-salt) seasoning, are irre- 
sistible as popcorn. Duck gyoza ($6.95) brings 
baked dumplings with thin skins and meaty 
fillings, and comes with an excellent sweet, 
rich, and hot dip. Raw salad may 
just greens, but it’s dressed fish- 
sauce-based dressing and crisp onion bits. 


for the entrées, chicken ramen 
($9.50) is what you'll want when fall 
cold strikes. There’s not a lot of broth, 
but what there clear and light 
Chinese-type stock with slices grilled 
chicken breast, reconstituted dried bam- 
boo, smattering scallions, and side 
baby spinach leaves. The classic way 
eat this dish with chopsticks; using 
your dominant hand, pick noodles and 
other bits and place them the ladle-like 
soup spoon. But conventional forks and 
spoons are also available. 

Chicken kare lomen ($11.75) has the 
same general arrangement the ramen, 
with a thick broth based on coconut milk, 
lemongrass, and galangal, similar the 
Thai coconut-chicken soup. hotter, 
more complex, and less sweet and aro- 
matic than the Thai version, but another 
sprinkle cilantro and wedge lime 
make sing. 

Yaki soba ($9) fried noodles made 
taste like drier fried rice with egg, bits 
chicken, tiny shrimp, scallion, bean 
sprouts, peppers, and garnish sesame 
seeds and hard bits shallot onion. 
It’s the most addictive piece fast food 
let myself near years. Teriyaki steak 
soba ($13.75) adds small grilled steak 
slices almost small enough for chopsticks. 
But this dish isn’t interesting, despite 
the addition bok choy and snow peas. 

should add that both these soba are 
based ramen noodles, not buckwheat 
noodles, which I first associate with soba.

lan Curtis (Sam Riley) the Manchester 
band Joy Division wrote songs that evoke, 
with incantatory inevitability, terror, de- 
light, and ecstasy.

No 
wonder he killed himself — on May 18, 1980, 
at the age of 23 — after getting drunk and 
watching Werner Herzog movie broadcast 
on BBC 2. 

Herzog might have been the ideal direc- 
tu. story: his features and 
documeiiuanes, including Stroszek (1977), the 
last film Curtis ever saw, embrace the mis- 
eries of obsessives and eccentrics who have 
the misfortune opening window into 
the crazy mind of God.

(Played earthy, 
touching Samantha Morton, Deborah seems 
to spend all her time knocking on his door, 
asking, “Are you coming to bed, Ian?”) Was 
guilt over his affair with Belgian journal- 
ist/groupie Annik Honoré (Alexandra Maria 
Lara) that drove him around the bend? Was it 
ambivalence about fame that was pushed 
the crisis point the band’s upcoming 
American tour? His frustration with his ill- 
ness? Exhaustion brought about the de- 
mands his audience? 

could have been the abyss opened 
his music? Control barely approaches that 
abyss. flickers Riley’s performance, 
however not just the actor’s spectral 
resemblance to Curtis, but in those early 
scenes in which the unformed teen listens 
David Bowie his bedroom and postures 
shirtless in the mirror imitating him, or 
“O” chalked the blackboard.

But in the interim, he has 
become a monk. Father Anatoly. His is the 
most ascetic, impoverished life crum- 
bling shack the edge the cold sea. Each 
day he prays fervently, acknowledging his 
terrible betrayal and murder (“My sin ever 
before you, Lord”), and speaking God 
for the Captain’s wandering soul him 
the kingdom Heaven!”). Lungin right: 
The Island deeply religious movie. The mo- 
ments prayer are beautifully, delicately 
lit, the reverent Anatoly kneels before the 
awe-inspiring Eastern Orthodox icons 
Christ. Hushed, lovely long shots the 
robed, bearded Anatoly rowing across the wa- 
ter are positively Biblical, like Jesus and his 
disciples the Sea Galilee. 

But then there’s the Baroque stuff, the 
almost ghoulish comedy, which may — or 
may not undercut The Island’s piety. Ana- 
toly not just suffering Christian penitent 
he’s mad prankster, terrifying the other 
monks with his anarchist tricks, like setting 
fire their boots. And he’s nut job. Crazy, 
crazy! When peasants arrive from the main- 
land, gives them the screwiest advice, 


like telling an old widow that her husband is 
still alive in France and that she should trav- 
el there and find him. Lungin keeps Anatoly 
mystery. there strange religious logic 
to his loony actions? Is he a wise fool, doing 
God’s bidding, or a foolish fool, undoing the 
Christian work the Orthodox brethren? 

Lungin couldn’t have cast Anatoly bet- 
ter than with Pyotr Mamonov, who takes 
his mangy part heart and soul. real 
life, Mamonov was acclaimed Russian 
alt-rocker (Brian Eno produced an album) 
who gave rocking and moved the 
country after got religion.

Grief encounters 


The Huntington’s Brendan and the Lyric’s Dying City

protagonist Ronan Noone’s 
Brendan bestrides the narrow 
world, but hardly like a colossus.

But before you decide whether puke 
salute, let add that Brendan can 
very funny. With its Irish-accented, slang- 
tossing new arrivals brushing against 
Bostonians various sorts, can also 


quite musical though manner more 
staccato than Noone’s Ireland-set works. 
And the playwright, nodding the 
very barrels whose bottoms might ac- 
cusing scraping, proceeds update and 
Americanize such much-trod clichés the 
whore with heart gold. Here she’s 
frank, blowzy, utterly unapologetic work- 
ing girl who not only initiates the timorous 
virgin but also becomes his first native- 
American friend — and then teaches him to 
drive. There are some fireworks when this 
liaison comes the attention the nice 
girl downstairs, Stop Shop manager 
with daintily defacing birthmark, with 
whom Brendan tiptoeing into tongue- 
tied friendship. But probably neither wom- 
the love his life that would the 
tough ghostly monkey his back seat, 
who drove him from home out mix 
shame and aspiration but loosens be- 
yond the grave, least his imagination, 
until some closure possible. 

Brendan is nicely acted under Justin 
Waldman’s fluid direction, which makes 
effortless the folding, unfolding, and jock- 
eying around the set. The Irish accents 
are more convincing than the Boston ones, 
even though most the actors are Ameri- 
can. Nancy Carroll has already proved 
her clipped way with the Emerald tongue, 
and she plays both Brendan’s letter-writ- 
ing sis and his dead mum with econom- 
ical mix tart ire and sadness. Dashiell 
Eaves conveys the enthusiasm and the 
anguish the reticent Brendan. And Kelly 
McAndrew portrays the freewheeling sex 
worker with all-inclusive openness that 
suggests the Statue Liberty her back. 


Christopher Shinn’s Dying City, 

the fallout from Iraq rather than 
from Ireland, and commingles with the 
dusty smoke of 9/11. But this spare, pain- 
ful drama, which receiving its area pre- 
miere the Lyric Stage Company (through 
November 11), is less concerned with war 
and politics than with the way they infil- 
trate personal lives.

This the first Shinn’s plays hit 
Boston; several, including this one, have 
premiered London’s Royal Court The- 
atre before being performed in New York, 
where Dying City made its American debut 
earlier this year Lincoln Center. helps 
know going that though the play 
first appears whydunit whose 
answers will unfold in flashback, Shinn’s 
aim more ambiguous. Dying City less 
mystery than set overlapping x-rays 
that, were they of the medical variety, 
might need repeated. Kelly, thera- 
pist incapable healing herself, would 
seem have spent her year widowhood 
in a haze of withdrawal and TV, devel- 
oping the process theory about the 
popularity Lawe Order. each episode, 
she opines, death researched, solved, 
and thereby “symbolically reversed.” Great 
therapy world where life and love are 


murkier and death door that cannot 
reopened. 

Shinn offers snitches background de- 
tail and political argument that means 
important but that fails develop. 
And what goes unsaid between the charac- 
ters, though intentionally withheld, can 
frustrating. But this searing 90-minute 
work puts its finger the way which, 
even among those opposed war and vio- 
lence, aggression can figure personal and 
sexual relationships. Between Kelly and 
Peter, the aggression either passive un- 
intended it’s hard tell whether Peter 
let out the bag the cat whose 
bite reduces his sister-in-law from evasive 
friendliness agonized recognition. For 
the volatile Craig the flashbacks and 
e-mails from the battlefield, aggression is 
wound into who is. And the discovery 
of that by the Harvard-educated, ROTC- 
trained officer may have occasioned a death 
different from the target-practice accident 
reported by the military. 

the Lyric, under Daniel Gidron’s di- 
rection, on a conventional apartment set 
behind which devastated Iraq comes into 
gradually clearer focus, Dying City is well- 
acted Jennifer Blood, intelligent but 
very vulnerable Kelly, and Chris Thorn 
the vain hurting Peter and the volatile, 
sexually brutal Craig. The performances 
are once natural and, especially 
Blood, unfettered. the play’s calculated 
construction sometimes rings false, the

Boston Ballet triumphs Serenade and Sylphide

“El Boston Ballet deslumbra” (“Boston Ballet 
dazzles”), exclaimed Madrid's El Pais, Spain’s 
biggest daily newspaper. “L’'apotheosi del 
romanticisme” (“The apotheosis of romanti- 
cis”), chimed in Barcelona's El Periddico. 
They were reviewing Boston Ballet’s perfor- 
mance of August Bournonville’s La Sylphide at 
the Castell Peralada Festival this past Au- 
gust, part six-week tour Spain and 
didn’t hurt that the company featured its 
Hispanic dancers, notably Carlos Molina 
and Lorna Feijéo at Peralada. Now it’s our 
turn dazzled Boston Ballet opens its 
subscription season with well-rehearsed 
performance of one of the oldest (1836) clas- 
sics the ballet repertory. short 
two acts — not much more than an hour 
—and the company pairing with George 
Balanchine's Serenade (1934-'77), which it also 
took to Spain. (The last time Boston Ballet 
staged March 2005, the piece 
went stag; before that, in October 1988, it 
was preceded Concerto Barocco, 
which the company will do again in May.) 
good pairing: together, Serenade and 
La Sylphide write an essay on doomed love. 
Serenade sends out warning signals from its 
opening tableau women all with right 
arm extended and hand flexed — and yet by 
the end of Tchaikovsky’s sportive Sonatina, 
and woman have hooked up. They 
gambol in the Waltz that follows (hence 
their usual casting names, Waltz Boy and 
Waltz Girl) and in the jaunty Tema Russo. 
Meanwhile, Russian Girl (another casting 
designation) comes and goes, at first bless- 
ing the couple, then joining a quartet of 
women who appear to spin out the pair’s 
fate. the end the Tema Russo, Waltz 
Boy runs out — or off — with the 16 women 
while Waltz Girl crashes to the floor. Two 
(afterlife?) figures appear: Elegy Man and, 
her hand over his eyes and heart, Dark 
Angel. Russian Cirl enters and the four 
them dance, Balanchine’s the 
three women with their hair down; after 
a bit, Russian Cirl, like Waltz Boy, disap- 
pears, Elegy Man and Dark Angel move on, 
and Waltz Girl comforted some the 
women and exalted.

La Sylphide is easier to follow but not less 
complicated. the Scottish High- 
lands, and James seems set marry Ef- 
fie, despite the efforts of her other suitor, 
But the curtain rises, the Sylphide 
woodland sprite appears and 
makes her love known James. World 
otherworld? Prose or poetry? And there’s a 
third woman the picture: old hag/witch 
Madge. (Like Serenade, La Syiphide is a story of 
two men and three women.) Madge slips into 
James’s castle to get warm; he fears she’s a 
bad omen and orders her out; she vows re- 
venge. It’s Madge’s poisoned shawl (act two, 
echoing the plot and the psychology Mac- 
beth, opens with a cauldron scene) that James 
wraps around the Sylphide and that causes 
her death. But is it Madge’s fault that James 
wants the Sylphide and sex? Or is Madge the 
Loathly Damse! of British folklore who’d have 
turned into the Princess he’d wanted her? 
Effie weds Gurn, James swoons as the body of 
the Sylphide is born aloft, and Madge mocks 
him. You wonder whether his story, like 
Waltz just beginning. 

The highlight the four performances 
saw last weekend was Melanie Atkins. Her 
Russian Girl breathes Balanchine, her inscru- 
table smile suggesting she’s communica- 
tion with Mr. her long limbs flying, her 
pelvis centering, her body dangerously tilted. 
On her two entrances in the Elegy, she gave 
the audience unnerving half-look, 
bearing news from Delphi. To Madge, she 
brought not only convincing arthritic limp 
but the kaleidoscopery of her Balanchine 
— right down to the “Ahh . . . 15-year-old 


Laphroaig” expression after downing that 
first Scotch. This Madge might want James 
for herself: she keeps thrusting his 
way and doesn’t see it. Atkins capped off 
her weekend Saturday afternoon with de- 
lectable turn the solo sylph. 

Close behind was the Effie newly 
promoted first soloist Melissa Hough, who 
threw herself into the Highland Reel and 
her solo showed a command of the floaty, 
kicky Bournonville style that didn’t expect 
from the high-flying Hippolyta Bal- 
anchine’s Midsummer Dream and the 
master Jorma Elo’s Cubist displacements. 
Larissa Ponomarenko never surprises. 
Standing in for Lorna Feijéo (injured ankle) 
Waltz Girl opening night, she com- 
bined willowy geometry with discreet sexu- 
ality (and threw that luxurious flowing 
blond hair); at the end, when she embraced 
her comforter, she sent a shudder through 
the audience. 

Romi Beppu danced Waltz Girl Friday 
with big smile and perhaps more speed 
through her piqué figure eight during the 
Waltz, but she wasn’t as detailed as Pono- 
marenko and didn’t cover much ground. 
Feij6o, who appeared on Sunday, didn’t 
look 100 percent; there were fluffs, and her 
phrasing was abrupt. Waltz Boy, Carlos 
Molina (with Ponomarenko Thursday and 
Sunday) and Nelson Madrigal (with 
Beppu Friday) were elegant, though sense 
mystery and mastery was lacking. Ro- 
man Rykine (with Ponomarenko Saturday) 
looked oddly distracted. Kathleen Breen 
Combes’s Russian Girl was more languid,

and not so free in her body, Aphrodite to 
Atkins’s Artemis; Misa Kuranaga did ev- 
erything beautifully, but she didn’t fly very 
high or very far, and there was something 
impassive about her. Pavel Gurevich as 
Elegy Man was Olympian; Sabi Varga 
was an implacable Hades, James White- 
side a more human Hercules. Lia Cirio was 
the stronger Dark Angel, Gibraltar-steady 
when Gurevich turned her as she balanced 
pointe; Rie Ichikawa was more delicate. 
The corps was much admired Spain, and 
rightly so. Boston Ballet has history do- 
ing Serenade well and Concerto Barocco not so 
well; will interesting see how Con- 
certo Barocco fares in May. 

1 wish Ponomarenko had been cast as the 
Sylphide. Erica Cornejo and Misa Kuranaga 
both float over Herman Severin Levenskiold’s 
score, with zthereal cabrioles and ronds 
jambe and Kuranaga seems 
more otherworldly; Cornejo (“She Floats Like 
a Butterfly but Stings Like a Bee” was the 
headline Jennifer Dunning’s review 
Tuesday's New YorkTimes) is more like a rival 
for Effie, but thought the articulation her 
footwork was sharper, and she created more 
memorable moments, like her sly hesitation 
before hiding the armchair. James, Ro- 
man Rykine has the strongest beats and en- 
trechats six, and he changes direction well, 
but his acting isn’t nuanced. Carlos Molina 
is softer and more natural, a better actor but 
not good technician. Nelson 
Peter Pan affect just right for Kuranaga; 
the drawback his performance that 
gives off the same boyish energy with Effie 
does with the Sylphide. 

Kathleen Breen Combes nubile Ef- 
fie reveling her youth and beauty; corps 
member Tempe Ostergren shone her ten- 
der interchanges with Madrigal. Gurn 
problematic figure: has try woo Effie 
away from James even she’s preparing for 
her wedding. Reyneris Reyes likable and 
little desperate, John Lam self-righteous and 
little sneaky, with perhaps better insight 
into James’s Romantic vulnerability.

topher Wheeldon’s Morphoses 
its New York debut last weekend after 
initial outings in London and Vail, Colo- 
rado, with two programs dances mostly 
by the 34-year-old English choreographer. If 
long-term stability could be secured by the 
warmth and affection that flowed from the 
City Center stage to the audience and back 
again, Morphoses would be all set. 

The hype was huge, but Wheeldon 
seems to have a modest agenda. At an open 
rehearsal Friday afternoon he asked the au- 
dience not think Morphoses “fully 
formed company.” He’s collected significant 
start-up funding, tour bookings, and the as- 
surance of performance bases at City Center 
and Sadler's Wells Theatre in London. His 
idea is to build up some shows over the next 
two or three years — not necessarily with the 
same dancers — while gradually cultivat- 
ing the much heftier resources needed to go 
permanent. 

Wheeldon is even more reserved about 
his artistic vision for the company than 
about its prospects down the line. de- 
scribes its mission with an unobjectionable 
but vague optimism: “to broaden the scope 
of contemporary classical ballet by marry- 
ing dance, music, visual art and design.” 
Just about anything could fill that 
frame, and these opening 
programs didn’t clarify the 
picture. 

has been cho- 
reographing for decade prolific and 
successful freelance. He’s held an important 
Resident Choreographer appointment at 
New York City Ballet, and he was Principal 
Choreographer Boston Ballet the 
late 1990s. Freelancing can give a choreogra- 
pher great exposure, but it’s more conducive 
to making miscellaneous, short-lived pieces 
than to creating a durable repertory. Only a 
few his ballets have made lasting 
impact on our thinking, though I've 
often been impressed with his fidelity 
to the classical language, his musical 
good taste, and his gifts poet theatri- 
cal 

Program building is one skill he hasn’t 
yet mastered. Each performance had six 
items, interspersed with bits atmospheric 
rehearsal footage filmed by Michael Nunn 
and William Trevitt (of London's Ballet 
Boyz), who were also dancing with Morpho- 
ses. Choreographer friends were generous 
with their works; stellar dancers made ap- 


pearances. Most the music was played 


live by the Orchestra of St. Luke’s 
conducted by Rob Fisher. 


Both performances saw had the feeling 
galas, when you relinquish any expectation 
new masterwork one special thing 
follows another, making only a momentary 
claim on your enthusiasm. 

The season was heavy on duets, that 
contemporary kind where the woman gets 
hauled around by the man, and there were 
several selections boasting newly invented 
contortionist effects for two three men 
at a time hauling the woman around. My 
tolerance for this kind acrobatic sex play 
much lower than the rest of the audience’s 
appears to be. Wheeldon has an advantage 
over other purveyors this trendy stuff 
that his dance always grounded the 
classical vocabulary. His movement doesn’t 
look like poses randomly pieced together 
from here and there. Still, his most recent

work, Fools’ Paradise, merges with everything 
else on the program in my memory, with its 
duets, serial partnerships, and collective but 
deliberately not unison activity. 

barely got grip Wheeldon’s fine 
dancers, and only a few performances stood 
out for me as extraordinary. New York City 
Ballet’s Wendy Whelan and Edwaard Liang 
performed William Forsythe’s 2000 Slinger- 
land pas de deux, one of that choreographer’s 
less violent exercises in parmering. Whelan 
got wear stiff white tutu-like affair 
designed by Forsythe and likened by many 
critics to a potato chip. Ignoring this pre- 
posterous get-up, she invested her slinky 
circumnavigations and scramblings around 
Liang’s torso with sensual weightedness 
and a constantly surprising phrasing. 

In so many other items in this vein, on 
Morphoses’s program and elsewhere, danc- 
ers do these moves with a flat, dispassion- 
ate attitude. Whelan made me feel she was 
doing more than waving her arms and legs 
decoratively. She made it okay, for once, that 
the women these numbers don’t really get 
to dance even if they’re virtuosos. 

City Ballet’s expressive principal Maria 
Kowroski circled tentatively around Tyler 
Angle Liang’s Vicissitudes. This duet seemed 
to refer to its music, from Franz Schubert’s 
Death and the Maiden string quartet, rather 
than its naughty title, with both dancers 
black and Angle enveloping her in his arms, 
lightly controlling her gestures, and she

and wave their arms. Bouder and Garcia do 
spectacular solo bits, the corps launches into 
acancan, and at one thrilling point Bouder 
streaks from nowhere and rips off bub- 
bly diagonal turns and smiles. Finally she 
assumes classic Mercury pose and Garcia 
slings her upside down over his shoulder. 
The corps staunchly revolving around 
them as the curtain falls. 

Dance the Hours reminded the 
sly but well-bred way Balanchine used to 
poke fun the clichés the ballet trade 
while the same time giving dancers the 
opportunity show their mastery its de- 
mands Stars and Stripes, Donizetti Variations, 
for instance. thought Wheeldon’s dancers 
underplayed the humor the situation, 
but probably that was better than outright 
farce. 

Wheeldon channeled Balanchine’s mod- 
ern ballets in Morphoses, to the String Quartet 
No. (Metamorphoses Nocturnes) Gyorgy Lige- 
ti, which was played the FLUX Quartet. 
Wendy Whelan with Craig Hall and Sterling 
Hyltin with Edwaard Liang were the two 
couples this 2002 ballet. the knotty, 
atonal music, they extrapolated the 
Themes that begin The FourTemperaments, the 
inversions and distortions that pull short 
into classical poses throughout Agon. 

Acouple ballets had un- 
orthodox musical settings. There Where She 
Loved (2000) alternated songs by Chopin and 
Kurt Weill (sung soprano Kate Vetter Cain 
and mezzo Shelley Waite, accompanied by 
Cameron Grant). Vetter Cain’s Slavic roman- 
ticism was trumped Waite’s super-tragic 
interpretations Weill songs that are better 
known through the rueful cynicism of Lotte 
Lenya. Wheeldon’s 11 dancers assembled in 
various temporary relationships: passion- 
ate duets quickly cooled, stud embraced 
and then discarded three women in turn, a 
male quartet manipulated pliant Anastasia 
Yatsenko. 

Mesmerics (2003) was set selections 
Philip Glass for eight cellos, the players seat- 
row behind and slightly above the 
stage, and string quartet the pit. The 
seven dancers once again explored partner- 
ing duets and trios, with acrobatic somer- 
saults, flying women, and few breakdance 
moves sewn in. 

By the end of the second program, 
Wheeldon seemed less distinguished tal- 
ent than thought. You can’t fault him 
for the overlong programs, the excessive 
trivia and repetitious themes. Scheduling, 
rehearsing, and paying for your dream pro- 
gramming much more problematic 
if you work with a pick-up company, but 
still Let’s see what Morphoses comes 
with nexttime. ©

Carolee Schneemann one the grandes 
dames the and feminist art revolu- 
tion. In her landmark 1975 performance Inte- 
rior Scroll, she stood naked and read about sex- 
ism from three-foot-long strip paper that 
she pulled out her vagina. The action was 
visceral and elemental. Also unforgettable. 
Despite her pioneering role, her work 
not often seen. Which why her mini ca- 
reer-spanning survey Cambridge’s Pierre 
Menard Gallery must, even though 
mixed bag. (Interior Scroll isn’t presented.) 
Schneemann, who's based in New Paltz, 
New York, has long favored let-it-all-hang- 
out Abstract-Expressionist-assemblage- 
happening style; this can build affecting 
moods, but sometimes feels like pointless 
jumble. What sets her apart the way she 
puts her body into the middle her work, 
and her political and feminist subjects. 
“Fuses” 30-minute self-por- 
trait film Schneemann and composer

James Tenney making love, is a raw, tender, 
joyful, and slightly aimless montage kiss- 
ing, smiles, city lights, a penis, a vulva, a 
cat, oral sex, naked bodies rolling around, 
pumping, scratched distressed footage, 
dancing abstract blobs, stars. “Body Col- 
lage” (1967), Schneemann slathers her naked 
body with paste and rolls shredded paper. 
At first it seems an arty ritualistic goof, but 
becomes unsettling the paper stuck 
her body begins look like bandages. 

Portrait Partials (1970) is a sexy, sweet, inti- 
mate grid close-up black-and-white pho- 
tos of her own eyes, lips, vulva, nose, and 
nipples and some guy parts. It’s catalogue 
holes and orifices seen the way lover 
might; the same time, raises questions 
about the objectification bodies. 

The recent work less interesting. 
Dark Pond (2001-’05), she scrawls pencil, wa- 
tercolor, and crayon across photos people 
plummeting from the World Trade Center 
September 11. It’s unaffecting because 
doesn’t connect the abstract doodling with 
the tragedy. Her eight-minute video “De- 
vour” (2003-’04) is a montage of a demolition 
derby, soldiers exiting helicopter, jetliner 
landing, bloody corpses, suckling baby, 
cat kissing woman’s lips. adds 
ominous but bland fugue.

Barrett mixes and

She’s been playing this intriguing game 
for years now. The method may remain 
consistent, but her meaning seems shift 
with her context. Previous mix-and-match 
paintings her parents appeared speak 
how couples bond and parents’ attributes 
are recombined their children. When she 
merged the features pair married Har- 
vard genetic scientists, creating cyclops and 
four-armed mutant, seemed comment 
genetic engineering. This time she tours 
the 19th century, so the associations include 
P.T. fabulous freaks and suffrag- 
ettes who sought equal rights men. 

Her painting and compositions are 
sharper than that 2006 genetic-scientists 
series. And these characters are especially 
intriguing, fun and freaky. But they ain’t 
transgressive. Barrett circling the edges 
something big and untamed that in- 
cludes gay marriage, women’s ability 
science and math, and “pink hat” Sox fans. 
There’s more tap here. 


The Danforth Museum bills its Morton 

Bartlett exhibition the first Bos- 
ton-area show the weirdo underground 
Boston dollmaker and photographer. and 
his curious hand-crafted plaster children, 
which he photographed in narrative tab- 
leaux, appeared Yankee magazine 1962 
but remained little-known until they were

rediscovered after his death, in 1992. 

The nine photos here have the look of 
children’s-clothing-store display windows 
gone wrong — specifically the eerie sexual 
charge shot through these scenes. In small 
black-and-white photos, girl cries what 
could classroom, pair sleepy girls 
lie together in bed, a little girl in a dress sits 
with her legs spread wagging her finger at 
a naughty dog. A recent color photo printed 
from slides shows perky clothed 
teen forcing awkward smile she stands 
with her legs jauntily apart holding a baton. 
Wink, wink. For good measure, one of the 
actual dolls displayed. 

The work here isn’t incandescently 
weird Bartlett gets (check out Marion 
Harris’s 1994 Bartlett book Family Found for 
gatherings his naked, anatomically cor- 
rect kid dolls), so the show winds up being a 
bit flat. its most affecting, Bartlett’s art 
disconcerting combo innocence, flirta- 
tion, and latent pedophilia. And the dolls’ 
expressiveness irritation, anger, crying 
creeps under your skin. 


Other, Alexander Apostol of Madrid ex- 
amines the failed utopian promise modern 
architecture in his native Caracas, Venezuela. 
The main event is 13 six-foot-tall photos of 
buildings from his Residente Pulido (2001, 2003) 
series: they line the gallery’s main hall 
were city street. one side, Apostol digi- 
tally removed doors and windows from mod- 
ernist Caracas buildings. The other side fea- 
tures apartment buildings with windows and 
doors physically blocked because crime. 
It’s asad, uncanny brew images and ideas. 
The city looks closed up, turned in on itself, 
the buildings becoming unsettling sculpture, 
eerie monuments, mausoleums. The exhibi- 
tion filled out photos the towering 
steel frames unfinished and abandoned 
modernist highrises Caracas and some 
videos. The point: modernist dreams have 
screwed the little people. But the results are 
turns obscure and didactic. 


Laura Donaldson, the Boston Center 

for the Arts’ recently departed gallery 
director, imports hot-shot Scottish artist 
Martin Creed for her goodbye exhibit. Work 
No. 227: The Lights Going On and Off re-creates 
the 2001 exhibit the Tate Britain Lon- 
don that won Creed that year’s Turner Prize. 
consists empty gallery with the 
lights flicking and off every five seconds 
leisurely strobing. Creed’s installation 
brings your attention the gallery lighting 
(duh) and architecture (because you want to 
avoid bumping into when the lights cut 
out).

The dazzling art Boston’s Sister Corita

The question that arises when you consider 
the dazzling screenprints the late Bos- 
ton artist Sister Corita Kent is: how could 
Kent, who’s best known town for her 
cutesy rainbow stripes painted across the 
giant National Grid gas tank off Route 93 in 
Dorchester, overlooked because she was 
feminist who made boldly political and reli- 
gious work. Three strikes and out. 

But two current events provide occa- 
sion reconsider her achievement. There’s 
Julie Ault’s book Come Alive! The Spirited Art 
Sister Corita, which was released earlier this 
year. And this Saturday, October 27, the 
Savin Hill Yacht Club, there’ll be a discus- 
sion Kent’s art and the history the 
rainbow gas tank. 

Ault provides good overview Kent’s 
life: born into Irish Catholic family 
1918; became a nun with the progressive 
Heart Sisters Los Angeles 
18; taught three decades, including years 
the art department LA’s Immaculate 
Heart College. And then there are her elec- 
tric screenprints. 

Wonderbread (1962) is three rows of lumpy 
dots the brand’s signature colors 
bright poppy abstraction punning the 
bread the Mass, which believed 
transform into the sacred body Christ. 
Kent’s 1950s prints had Abstract Expres- 
sionist vibe, but by the early ‘60s her com- 
positions were dominated by text — poetry, 
rock lyrics, advertising jingles. She mixed 
handwritten words and mechanical type 
that she twisted, stretched, curled, diced, 
and flipped backwards and upside down, 
until it felt like flashing neon signs ona 
commercial strip.

Kent was energized the hurly-burly 
urban Her faith was streetwise, play- 
ful, with love beauty, and devoted so- 
cial justice. And she could take joke. Her 
art reflected the ’60s upheavals of Vietnam, 
civil-rights struggles, and flower power, 
well the liberalization the Catholic 
Mass was said English instead 
Latin. Nuns ditched their black-and-white 
habits for regular clothes. In 1967, Kent 
appeared the cover Newsweek “The 
Nun: Going Modern.” Progressive Catholics 
were energized, but conservative leaders 
pushed back. 

The bottom of Kent’s 1964 print The Juici- 
est Tomato All filled with long quota- 
tion: “If are provided with sign that 
declares ‘Del Monte tomatoes are juiciest,’ 
not desecration add: ‘Mary Mother 
the juiciest tomato them all.’ Perhaps 
this what meant when the slang term 
puts it, ‘She’s a peach,’ or ‘What a toma- 
Cardinal James Francis McIntyre Los An- 
geles banned the work. 

sabbatical Boston 1968, Kent 
quit the convent and stuck around. Ault 
chalks that exhaustion from ideologi- 
cal battles with church honchos, a demand- 
ing schedule teaching and lecturing, and 
trying political times. The next year she 
produced some her most searing works: 
hot fluorescent protests against racism and 
the Vietnam War, contrasting magazine- 
cover photos with her delicate handwritten 
script. Her subsequent watercolors and de- 
signs, like the 1971 rainbow gas tank, were 
mostly schmaltzy and forgettable. (She died 
in 1986.) But her best stuff remains fresh 
and saucy. It’s good see remembered 
Ault’s book and the upcoming Boston 
talk. Now someone should organize Kent 
retrospective here.

room: the ignoble genre rock bi- 

ography — mother of the rush job, 

the as-told-to, the hack encomium 

and the maniac screed — has just 
given birth its first genuine comedy. Writ- 
ten in jubilant, elastic prose, lan Christe’s 
Everybody Wants Some: The Van Halen Saga (Wiley) 
is a sort of Day-Clo fairy tale, in which a pair 
of bold young brothers take big chances for 
great rewards, and the Seven Deadly Sins 
circle with no more menace than the Seven 
Dwarves. The first paragraph bears 
reprinting in its entirety: 


Like the stories other great Americans from Henry 
Ford Walt Disney Fievel the Mouse, the saga Van 
Halen begins ancient land, far from the United 
States and its constant supply hot water and electric- 
ity. As a narrator would say in the old movies: Among the 
windmills, tulips, and wooden shoes of lovely Amster- 
dam, Holland, there once lived a kindly musician named 
Jan van Halen. 


... And Jan’s sons Alex and Eddie, one a 
thumper drums and the other note-spew- 
ing guitar prodigy, would one day be in “the 
ultimate sunshine hard rock band,” where a 
creature called Roth would torment them for 
years until they hired a strange curly buffoon 
called Sammy. And then another guy called 
Cherone. And...and... 


They were nearly called Mammoth. It was 
vocalist David Lee idea name the 
band after the two Dutch brothers — an airy, 
propellent name. brand name, turned 
out. They came out the mid playing 
dense, earthbound, blues-based party rock, 
but there was a hilarity in the heart of the 
Van Halen sound, a kind of nitrous-oxide 
delight that kept them permanent midair. 
The noise they made was American/Olym- 
pian: cartoon gods their sport. big- 
bang creativity was the first thing you heard, 
launched and out the jazzy aggression 
his brother’s drumming; then David Lee 
Roth and his weird wheeze hard-rock 
scream — almost soundless, like a lion yawn- 
ing; and lastly the plod-plod and the dead-on 
helium harmonies bassist Michael An- 
thony. Knowing what he had in front of him, 
Ted Templeman produced the band with 
Albini-esque rigor high definition, over- 
dubs, nothing that couldn’t reproduced 
stage. Dwindling their wake was the ass- 
crack boogie Mountain and Foghat. 
Ahead was punk, speed metal, possibility. 

Van Halen’s bizarro anti-band were 
Black Flag, captained another introverted 
guitar loony (Creg Ginn) and with a similarly 
rotating cast of frontmen (four, as against 


three). But the two acts were LA’s rock- 
and-roll antipodes, the open, horizontal na- 
ture of the city ensured that there were points 
of contact — this was show biz, after all. Mar- 
shall Berle (real-life nephew of Uncle Miltie), 
who brokered Van Halen’s signing Warner 
Bros. 1977, later played managerial role 
for Black Flag. And David Lee Roth was 
closet devotee punk. 1984, according 
Christe, Roth was acting “unofficial top- 
secret sugar daddy” for the Zero Club, punk- 
rock dive where met and mingled with the 
likes Henry Rollins and the Minutemen’s 
Mike Watt. Christe puts it, this compa- 
Diamond Dave was “bingeing inspira- 
tion.” Zero barman Top Jimmy was celebrated 
Van Halen’s 1984 (“Top Jimmy cooks!/Top 
Jimmy got the look!/Top Jimmy! 
Woo!/Shake it baby!”), and Rollins would one 
day collaborate with Dave the production 
Dave’s memoir Crazy from the Heat 

Diamond Dave, as every child knows, was 
not the lead singer Van Halen forever. 
1985, maddened by his vanity, his mania, his 
arts, his “surgically implanted disco 
beat,” and his habit banging their ho- 
tel-room doors nine the look- 
ing for roller-skating partner, the brothers 
gave him the boot. Dave’s insufferability 
something East Coast radio audiences were 

apprised when (briefly) 
took over Howard Stern's spot 
last year. What a disaster 
that was. Four months 
Dave bigmouthing 
away and 
Show me!” to his in-studio 
guitarist before the suits at 
CBS put the whole thing 
out of its misery. (Christe 
comments gently that 
Dave’s “loosely orga- 
nized rants seemed 
ill-suited for high- 
powered morning drive- 
time radio.”) But as Dave 
was to Howard, so Sammy 
was to Dave: beneath his 
beach-ball cheeriness, Van 
Halen's second singer was a 
ruthless agent mediocrity, 
and brought them down. 
Hagar could probably 
sing better than David Lee 
Roth, but without Dave’s 
raddled, ironic, Bing-Crosby- 
on-Aquanet croon, the whole 
thing fell pieces very fast. 
(Quality-wise, that is. They 
remained commercial jug- 
gernaut.) 
Eddie, however, boiling 
his strings and building 
his own axes, never quite 


lost it. Fret-melting spoodly-oodly whammy 
dives, sounds never before heard — such a 
facility kept edging into the supernatural. 
Christe nails it: “As always, he seemed to 

operating effortlessly slow-motion 
zone, throwing out licks and flourishes as if 
he had all the time in the world and every- 
one else was crawling along half-speed.” 
Where did this power come from?“A man 
can receive nothing, except given him 
from Heaven,” is how John the Baptist put 
it. Eddie, no less succinct, was of the same 
view: “It was just given me. Anyone who 
thinks that they’re responsible for something 
like that can kiss ass. God just picked 
this.” Eddie’s religiosity burgeoned 
he attempted to get himself off booze; the 
culmination was that extraordinary slab 

Christian super-rock “The Seventh Seal” 
(from 1995's Balance). “Splash that holy water 
me/Drown faith Trinity, yeah!” 
job with this song — and there’s no way Dave 
could have sung those lyrics. 

Christe, whose previous book was 
the heavy-metal encyclopedia Sound the 
Van Halen have their ideal biographer sav- 
vy, sympathetic, expert, funny ha-ha. They 
refused to talk to him, the various wars of suc- 
cession having left everyone mired in ancient 
rancors. Not to be deterred, Christe dived into 
the secondary sources, and his book enjoys 
the full the privilege having contact 
all with its subjects. (“Ken Burns never met 
Abe Lincoln, either,” he reminded me when | 
reached him via e-mail.) The quotes in Every- 
body Wants Some are culled from magazines with 
names like the Inside and Bass Frontier, but this 
cut-and-paster: the details are all here, 
and remarkable degree insight. From 
affectionate but not-altogether-respectful 
distance, Christe tracks his protagonists along 
their comic-book trajectories: Eddie’s mar- 
riage to a soap queen; Sammy’s product diver- 
sification into clothing, mountain bikes, and 
tequila. “The still-inscrutable Alex,” runs one 
representative sentence, “appeared tak- 
ing bizarre drummer behavior new heights, 
performing with Freddie Mercury walrus 
mustache and neck brace.” 

Christe concludes his opus with wistful 
hope for re-formation, for healing. “Maybe 
the future our civilization doesn’t depend 
on Van Halen reuniting,” he writes, adding, 
“maybe does. His book was completed 
before the line-up for the current tour was 
announced after years acrimony, 
Diamond Dave back the fold. They’re 
coming. Let civilization not sink before they 
gethere.

how does the music visionary 
composer like Julius Hemphill survive, not 
become standard repertoire? 

One answer was evident the Gardner 
Museum week ago Thursday night. Hemp- 
hill died in 1995, but his long-time compan- 
ion, the esteemed pianist and new-music 
specialist Ursula Oppens, was hand along 
with one frequent collabora- 
tors, Marty Ehrlich, as well as the Julius 
Hemphill Sextet and the Daedalus String 
Quartet. For good two hours they had the 
Tapestry Room rocking for sold-out audi- 
ence that included veteran jazz fans well 
neophytes. It’s doubtful anyone left the 
hall who isn’t looking forward hearing 
more Hemphill. 

Hemphill was born Forth Worth, 

a cousin of Ornette Coleman, and he ex- 
emplied the region’s raw, rootsy, blues- 
drenched sound. His alto playing had Bird- 
like fluidity, but born 1940 had 
strong taste for doo-wop and R&B well 
Mingus-like structures full twining 
contrapuntal lines and collective improv, 
and grounded funk rhythms. His work 
gained its greatest prominence when 
was one the key players/composers for 
the World Saxophone Quartet 
avant-garde group the that still car- 
on. 


Gardner's Tapestry Room. 


Through-composed pieces played the 
Daedalus and Oppens bridged the two halves 
the wisely devised program the Gard- 
ner, with the Sextet created Hemphill 
and continued original member Ehrlich 
opening and closing the night. This was 
hefty group: legendary players Andrew 
White and J.D. Parran along with Ehrlich 
and the younger Alex Harding, Andy Laster, 
and Matana Roberts. 

The first number, “Fat Man,” was typical 
character portrait (written for Hemp- 
hill’s opera, that stated long- 
lined, winding theme with rising dynamic 
before settling into rocking ostinato from 
White’s tenor and Harding’s baritone. The 
theme split off into free-flowing counter- 
lines, and back into supporting riffs for so- 
prano and alto solos. “Opening,” written for 
the Bill T. Jones/Arnie Zane dance company, 
was Stately curtain raiser, with call-and- 
response figures and tart sustained, dis- 
sonant harmonies. “Mirrors” was feature 
for Parran’s soprano his passages 
varied beautifully calibrated vibrato and split 
tones with silky fast runs the band an- 
swered him with chorus figures gaggled 
like ducks. had begun think that those 
sustained melancholy ensemble dissonances 
were becoming too much good thing, but 
then “JiJi the high horns suddenly 
took off from the rocking bottom, soaring 
over the top with jaunty beboppish theme 
that might have been some latter-day imag- 
ining the Dizzy Gillespie Big Band.

One the 
raps on contemporary pop is that — with 
its harmonic simplicity — it doesn’t offer 
much for improvisers. The challenge of the 
Elvis material, Chestnut says over the phone 
from New York, was not to get so abstract 
and “vague” that the music was unrecogniz 
able, but also “not so specific that it becomes 
corny.” 


It’s an engaging, uneven piano trio al- 
bum. “Hound Dog” strolls like Mose Allison. 
“Don’t Be Cruel” conjures countrypolitan 
pianist Floyd Cramer on the first chorus, but 
after Dezron Douglas’s bass solo, Chestnut 
takes off into funny Monk-like minor inter- 
vals and off-kilter runs. He makes “Love Me 
Tender” downright Ellingtonian. One thing 
Chestnut shares with Elvis is theatrical 
flamboyance likes bold, legible figures 
and rhythms you can hang onto. “It’s Now 
or Never” is an up-tempo jazz romp, and 
“Suspicious Minds” goes Latin. 

A highly regarded jazz artist who came 
Betty Carter’s band, Chestnut says 
didn’t want come out the grave 
for me.”

0) Dubstep is one of those genres that's 
more often talked about than heard. 
A bass-heavy offshoot of UK garage, two-

Founded in June of this year, 
“Bassic” is run by four young DJs — Dabu (a/ 
k/a Dan D’Aloisio), Damian Silva, Cotec (a/ 
k/a Chris Ward), and Memory Trace (a/k/a 
Nick Dika) — known collectively as Soundbox 
Presents. 

“We decided that Boston really needed 
something like this going and had 
better ourselves,” explains D’Aloisio. 
Prior to discovering Dubstep, he’d been a 
breaks DJ, but once he bought his first dub- 
step 12-inch, there was turning back.

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STEPHEN KELLOGG AND THE SIXERS: 
MIDDLE THE ROAD 
PARADISE ROCK CLUB OCTOBER 


Can people who play Queen’s “Fat Bottomed Girls” 
medley schlock-pop hits (“Afternoon Delight,” “Da 
Think I’m Sexy,” and “Let’s Get Physical,” to name three) be 
all bad? Not necessarily. Stephen Kellogg the Sixers 
semi-local outfit that emerged UMass-Amherst before 
full-length debut out Everfine that features Caitlin Cary 
(formerly Whiskeytown), but they don’t take themselves 
too seriously. And the Paradise Rock Club, the first 
two-night stand last Thursday, they had plenty fun. 
their 100-minute set progressed, Kellogg delved into playful 
covers and then challenged the Phoenix critique guitar 
solo during one his own songs, “Start the Day Early.” 
passed muster. 

The road that Kellogg and his three bandmates Kyle 
Riabko (subbing for the band’s regular lead guitarist, Chris 
Soucy), drummer Boots Factor, and bassist/keyboardist Kit 
Karlson traveled was middle-of-the-road: well-crafted 
singer-songwriterly pop with well-timed hooks and earnest 
vocals, “Sweetest Goodbye,” melancholy song from 
his latest disc, Glassjaw Boxer (Everfine), with sing-along 
chorus. Mostly, the band delivered feel-good rock and roll. 
Kellogg may his best when writing about heartbreak 
the opening “Sweet Sophia” sang stolen heart, and 
the following “Maria” considered “things that are kill- 
ing me” but his winsome presence and the overall bright 
tenor the songs themselves tend offset the moodiness 
the lyrics. 

And though he’s not quite America artist, Kellogg 
comes out the Tom Petty/John Mellencamp school song- 
writing. opened the set claiming that was “dirty. 
old host” for“a dirty old tour,” but that was an overstate- 
ment. later confessed, “I’m total geek,” reference 
one his more political songs, “Sweetest Goodbye,” which 
said that matter what you think about Iraq, got 
feel for the soldiers’ families.

first Chrome Dreams. It never ex- 
isted, other than in the minds and 
bootleg collections of knowing 
Youngsters, who'll happily explain 
that the title was initially pegged 
to a shelved late-'70s album. Chrome 
Dreams I isn’t intended as a sequel 
to that phantom, but it nods to its 
era by calling on old musician pals 
(among them Crazy Horse drummer 
Ralph Molina) and reviving a few 
tunes that had never found homes, 
notably “Ordinary People,” an 18- 
minute, 17-verse ode to America’s 
hard-working but ultimately 
beaten-down masses. That nasty- 
guitar-and-Stax-horns-saturated 
epic comes as a jolt following two 
lighter tunes, the idyllic “Beautiful 
Bluebird” and the resigned “Box- 
car,” if only because, for more than 
a decade, Young’s albums — most 
recently the enraged Living with War 
and the country-informed Prairie 
Wind — have flip-flopped between 
his seemingly disparate acoustic 
and electric personalities. Chrome 
Dreams II is effective despite the 
sonic clash because, on both the 
new material and the leftovers, the 
loud (“Spirit Road”) and the soft 
(the soul ballad “Ever After”), it’s 
unified by its call to give props to 
spirit and humanity, a sentiment 
that, whatever it’s wrapped in, 
never gets old.

TO FATS DOMINO | Vanguard | This 
packed two-disc set gathers all the 
usual suspects and more for a Tipi- 
tina’s Foundation project to rebuild 
Domino's Ninth Ward neighborhood 
in New Orleans. A mostly successful 
hodge-podge of covers and unexpect- 
ed pairings, it has the odd effect of 
making the original artist look bad. 
The most reverential covers — and 
there are many — by such artists as 
Neil Young, Tom Petty, B.B. King, 
and Paul McCartney begin to show 

a sameness, Domino's bouncy blues 
base exposed without the big man’s 
personality. The less reverential are 
much more interesting. The artists 
who can’t be other than themselves 
— Lucinda Williams, Dr. John, even 
Norah Jones — are a joy to hear, 
digging their roots. Toots & the 
Maytals’ “Let the Four Winds Blow” 
reinvents ska's lively groove; Los 
Lobos find rumba funk in “The Fat 
Man.” But it’s the studio match-ups 
that set this disc apart. When Robert 
Plant pairs up with New Orleans's 
own Lil’ Band of Gold to make a 
slow zydeco two-step out of “It Keeps 


Rainin,’” he revives the melancholy 
heart of the pop tune. And when 
Olu Dara and the Natchezsippi 
Band, featuring Donald Harrison Jr., 
push “When I See You” slightly off 
key and off center, they propel Fats’s 
signature sound into a possible jazz- 
blues future.

NIE LIVE | Shout! Factory | Heart 
are fast becoming the world’s best 
classic-rock cover band. When they 
played the Pavilion last month, 
songs by the Who, Tom Petty, 
and Neil Young highlighted the 
set. And this recent live DVD ends 
with a batch of covers from the 
Who, Pink Floyd, and their long- 
time role models, Led Zeppelin 
(twice). On stage and on disc, it 
works because Heart seem to be 
feeling these songs, not just salut- 
ing something that’s supposed 
to be classic. And it doesn’t hurt 
that Ann Wilson hits high notes 
on “Love Reign o’er Me” and “Im- 
migrant Song” that Daltrey and 
Plant will never reach again. The 
main course of this CD/DVD (both 
have the same music; the DVD 
adds interviews) is a complete live 
remake of Heart's 1976 debut, with 
the regular band (all new faces 
save for the Wilson sisters) joined 
by a few of Brian Wilson's back-up 
singers. Although it wasn’t Heart's 
best album (that would be the fol- 
low-up, Little Queen), Dreamboat Annie 
had an engaging mix of innocent 
freshness and bar-band sass; it’s 
certainly worn better than Heart's 
MTV hits from a decade later. An- 
other advantage: only two of its 
tracks (“Crazy on You” and “Magic 
Man”) were real hits, so it hasn't 
been ruined by overplay. The lesser- 
known songs show a more delicate 
touch that bears out Heart's long- 
forgotten prog roots (Wilson plays 
two flute solos) and, in the case of 
the lush and sensual “How Deep 
it Goes,” explains the Beach Boys 
connection.

Clittering piles of cheap candies 
— wrapped in shiny gold or brightly 

colored metallic papers, overflowing from the 
corner of gallery or museum spaces — are prob- 
ably Cuban-born artist Félix Gonzalez-Torres's 
most iconic works. Minimal yet gaudy, formal 
yet messy, abundant yet diminishing (visitors 
were invited to take the candy), these pieces 
from the early 1990s married conceptual rigor, 
deep personal sentiment, and political activ- 
ism, often taking the elegiac form homage 
to mortality in the face of AIDS — a backdrop 
to Gonzalez-Torres's art activity during the 
late 1980s and early 1990s.

Julie Taymor’s film posits the fragile 
notion that in moments of intensity, 
crisis, despair, love, and joy, a “Let It 
Be” or a “Hey Jude” can spring forth 
from ordinary people. The story has 
Liverpudlian Jude (Jim Sturgess) fall- 
ing for radical dabbler Lucy (Evan 
Rachel Wood), whose boyfriend has 
died in Vietnam and whose brother 
looks likely to follow. The 33 Beatles 
tunes in the movie animate a char- 
acter, or two or three in parallel 
edited sequences, people involved

ONCE 


So you've been accepted to college. You've 
secured funding. Mom and Dad (or Mom and 
Mom, or Dad and Dad, or whatever) have 
dropped you off at the dorm, suitcase in one 
hand, bong in the other. You're here, you're 
queer. . . now what? 

CLBT students in Boston have it good. 
Massachusetts has proven itself to be a pro- 
gressive state (er, commonwealth) again and 
again, with highlights including the 2004 
legalization of gay marriage and the contin- 
ual election of legislators who are gay and/or 
are staunch gay-rights advocates. That in- 
cludes Cambridge mayor Ken Reeves, who 
was the first openly gay African-American 
mayor in the country, and US Rep. Barney 
Frank, whose ubiquitous “Frank Rule” aims 
to defeat hypocrisy and out closeted Republi- 
cans who publicly condemn homosexuality. 

Tolerance is increasing on a local and na- 
tional scale, and, with it, the need for and 
number of programs and services available 
on campus to gay and transgender students, 
as well as to straight students who are fans 
of civil rights. Remember civil rights? Those 
are those things that allow the ladies to vote 
and black people to be considered an entire 
person — worthy of drinking from a public 
water fountain and owning property, rather 
than being considered it. 

Emerson College is chock-full of resources 
for GLBT students. The student organization 
EACLE (Emerson Alliance for Gays, Lesbians 
& Everyone) promotes acceptance of queer 
culture both on and off campus, and spon- 
sors gay-friendly functions. Students can al- 
so turn to the school's Office of GLBT Student 
Life for guidance, resources, and support. 

The office combines specialty program- 
ming, student organizations, and outreach in 
an effort to make the entirety of the Emerson 
community a resource for CLBT students, any 
time, all the time. CLBT Student Services Coor- 
dinator Chad Bates ensures that social, health, 
spiritual, and career services are available for 
any student with any specific needs. 

“The college makes resources available for 
CLBT and all other minority students out of 
our commitment to community,” says Bates, 
“If our students cannot be themselves, and 
feel a basic sense of safety in their expres- 
sion, then they cannot create the award- 
winning and cutting-edge work for which 
Emerson College students are famous.” 

Across the river, on a campus that has 
a reputation for stuffiness and austerity, 
Harvard University is also making strides in 
providing services for their gay and trans- 
gender community. The Harvard Web site 
lists at least a dozen on-campus resources 
for GLBT students, but the mother ship is 
the Harvard BCLTSA. (Think the acronym 
is a mouthful? Easier to spew than the Har- 
vard Bisexual, Cay, Lesbian, Transgender, 
and Supporters Alliance.) BCLTSA is the 
oldest undergraduate queer organization on 
campus, and serves the umbrella organi- 
zation under which other, more specialized 
queer groups are nestled. 

The Harvard BCLTSA’s constitution de- 
fines the organization as “concerned with

improving the visibility, strength, and sup- 
port of the Harvard-Radcliffe undergraduate 
bisexual, gay, lesbian, transgender, and 
queer communities recognition the 
marginalization and oppression that exists 
as a result of stigmatization of queer sexual- 
ity and gender.” Deep breath. 

The group works to promote gay and 
transgender rights both on and off campus, 
as well as providing a listing of “friendly” 
off-campus bars and clubs. “It seems that 
the queer community in general is becom- 
ing more open throughout the nation,” says 
Isaac Martinez, the co-chair (along with 
Emily Donahue) of the Harvard BCLTSA, 
“Here Harvard, that’s reflected the di- 
versity of the queer groups on campus.” 

The diversity of the queer groups on the 
Harvard campus does indeed reflect the di- 
versity among the national and local queer 
community. Queer and Catholic, you poor 
conflicted thing? The group Cornerstone can 
help. Jewish and gay? (And my heart goes 
out to you, you poor bastard, for all of the 
guilt your mother must have heaved upon 
you.) Check out BACELS. No, I’m not advis- 
ing you to eat your weight in carbs and feel- 
ings — BACELS is the Harvard student group 
for Jewish CLBT students, their friends, 
family, and supporters. Political activists 
can hop on the rainbow bandwagon with 
the Harvard College LGBT Political Coalition. 
More commonly referred to simply as “the 
Coalition,” this group focuses on off-campus 
advocacy, and aims to lobby local legislature 
to make Massachusetts an even more gay- 
friendly place to live. 

Harvard's neighbor, MIT, offers a wealth of 
CLBT programs and student groups, all head- 
quartered in the Rainbow Lounge, a warm 
and comfortable place for reading, meeting, 
chatting, chilling, and exploring a range of 
gay and transgender-themed literature and 
films. By visiting web. mit.edu/Ibgt (the ac- 
ronym order varies from place to place, but 
tomato, tomahto. Say it out loud, sillies.) 
you can get information on all of the under- 
graduate MIT queer groups, such as GaMIT 
(Gays, Lesbians, Bisexuals, Transgenders, and 
Friends at MIT), ULC (the Undergraduate LCBT

Community), and QWiLLTS (Queer Women 
Looking for Life in Tech School), as well as 
graduate and faculty organizations such as 
the Sloan LGBT (the organization for students 
at the Sloan business school) and GABLES, for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender em- 
ployees and faculty. 

At Spectrum, Boston University’s CLBT 
student organization, students are provided 
with an atmosphere of safety, tolerance, ac- 
ceptance, and encouragement, while given 
the opportunity to learn more about sexual 
and gender identity by interacting with 
other students through weekly discussions, 
outings (not that kind), and forums. Their 
online presence is just as strong as their 
physical community, using networking 
Web sites such as Facebook as a medium for 
communication and galvanization. Each of 
the student officers have posted office hours 
on the group's site, http://people.bu.edu/ 
spectrum/index.shtml, and have made 
themselves available to field questions from 
members and non-members. 

NUBiLAGA sounds like a shaman chant 
or a nonsense word spouted by a jittery 
six year old, but it’s actually Northeastern 
University’s student group for gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, transgender, queer, questioning, 
and straight students. Like other student 
groups on other college campuses, the group 
provides a safe and informative environment 
for GLBT students, promotes advocacy and 
activism. The group meets weekly, and hosts 
a variety of events, including a recent visit 
from the Kinsey Sicks, apparently “America’s 
Favorite Dragapella Beautyshop Quartet.” 

I mean, I didn’t know that America had a 
favorite Dragapella Beautyshop Quartet. I 
guess if I had to pick a favorite, I'd choose 
the Kinsey Sicks. Why not? They might, for 
all I know, be the only Dragapella Beautyshop 
Quartet. But they sure are cute, with their 
beehives and their sparkles and the‘r sassy 
little harmonies. 


HOPEFUL FUTURE 


GLBT college students are coming up some- 
thing fierce. And by that, I mean that this is 
a community of young people who are sick 
and tired of being oppressed, and want to 
take full advantage of the newfound free- 
dom and confidence that college life bestows 
upon them. True, this grasping of identity 
and confidence is an empowering phenom- 
enon that not limited GLBT students. 
But imagine having had to deny, or at least, 
downplay, your identity for the first 17 or 18 
years of your life. 

Thankfully, academic institutions in the 
Boston area (and beyond: props to you, too, 
UMass, for helping spread CLBT advocacy 
all the way to the Western Massachusetts 
frontier) are providing their incoming, cur- 
rent, and continuing students with the tools 
they need to be successful academics, and 
successful individuals. By hiring faculty and 
developing programs and hubs for all things 
GLBT, colleges are doing themselves a great 
service. Promoting and nurturing tolerance 
leads to happy, confident students, which 
leads to colleges developing reputations as 
burgeoning pinnacles of academic, cultural, 
and social excellence. 

In other words, meeting the needs of stu- 
dents must stretch beyond making sure the 
dining hall is stocked with Lucky Charms, 
or that the security patrol on the fraternity 
quad little less lax Friday and Satur- 
day nights. Social change is brewing, and 
college campuses have historically reflected 
the social and political values of our national 
youth. Maybe if staunch Republican legisla- 
tors had had the same resources available to 
them when they were trolling about the Skull 
and Bones common rooms, pipe clenched 
between their teeth, stick clenched up their 
ass, Barney Frank wouldn't have to crusade 
against political hypocrisy, and our airport 
bathrooms would happier and, say 
it, gayer places. ©

I took great 
care to dress appropriately —- sensible button- 
down, pressed jeans, wholesome smile — but 
I just knew they'd smell impurity on me, the 
way dogs can smell fear. | straightened my pos- 
ture and stepped inside, where I came face to 
face with two smiling, texting undergrads. 

Janie is a slight, bubbly person; Leo’s a 
brooding chap with a boyish face. “I looked 
around campus, and it seemed like people 
were so lonely,” Janie tells me as we sit 
down to tea. “And the correlation be- 
tween loneliness and being instru- 
mentalized, not knowing how to 

care about someone else — like, 
truly in a relationship — like, 
seeing yourself as a physical 
entity as opposed to an entire 
person, that’s really what com- 
pelled me to be active — active- 


abstinent.” 


She’s in a long-distance 
relationship; her boyfriend, 
who “so supportive,” goes 

Georgetown. Leo single, 
but speaks with the world- 
weary tone of a guy who’s been 
around the block. 


“One of the worst things about popular cul- 
ture’s perception sex that guys don’t feel 
like they have any control over themselves. 
They’re given this message, ‘Oh, I have to in- 
dulge my sexuality. I have to do this because 
I'm aman.’ They don’t feel responsible. No, 
you can control yourself. You can be completely 
respectful of a woman,” he insists. 

But life, of course, isn’t quite so black-and- 
white. point out that there are countless 
unmarried people in respectful relationships, 
suffering from neither crabs nor heartache. 
What about them? Leo looks at me plaintive- 
ly: “Well, the first thing I would tell them is, 
listen, we’re in college, this is the very begin- 
ning of our adult life. Are you really going to 
stay with this person?” 

But when you're 18 and horny, do you real- 
ly care? For Janie and Leo, protecting yourself 
from potential long-term pain appears more 
important than take-me-now gratification. 

“There's this hookup culture — and we 
just don’t want people to sell themselves 
short,” Janie says. 

“And actually, I read an interesting article,” 
comments Leo. “The rate for divorce is much 
lower if you complete college, and you know, 
if you aren't having sex before marriage. 

There are all these different factors that help 
strengthen a marriage. The physical act of sex 
is the last thing. That’s what we want to try 

to get people to see, in that context, sex is an 
amazingly powerful and beautiful thing.” 

l appreciate Leo’s sentiment, but I gotta 
ask — how does he know this if he’s never. . . 
er, actually done the deed? I’m beginning to 
feel like a wizened old whore here. “Honey,” 

I want to say, “It ain’t always powerful and 

it ain't always pretty.” Where’s my Scotch 
and cigarette when I need ‘em? Instead | ask, 
politely, like tentative TA: “Leo, how you 
know this?” 

“It’s not something that you have to ex- 
perience personally to know. The happiest 
people with the happiest sex lives are, like, 
middle-aged Christian women.” Well, there 
goes my shot at bliss. 

Leo and Janie assure me, however, that 
their group is entirely secular, a mix of 
religious and non-religious members, with 
outreach to other colleges in the works.

Both were raised Christian, she in Colorado, 
he in Washington state, but neither consid- 
er religion to be a major factor in their sexu- 
al decisions; rather, it’s their secular beliefs 
that inform their religious viewpoints. 

This contrast with other pro-absti- 
nence clubs such as MIT and Princeton’s 
Anscombe societies, religious groups that 
also take stances against gay marriage and 
homosexuality. In fact, TLR is open to mem- 
bers who've previously had sex, and they 
don’t denounce gay marriage or homosexual 
intercourse. “We’re not trying to make rules 
for people,” Leo says. “We stay away from any 
technicalities and definitions because we're 
trying to promote an attitude toward sex, a 
lifestyle. We’re not trying to make rules for 
people. Basically we're just trying to make 
people see how precious sex is.” 

Sex is indeed precious, and so is mar- 
riage. Which is why you don’t want to waste 
it on someone with whom you're sexually in- 
compatible. What happens if you walk down 
the aisle, only to discover that your beloved 
has the sexual technique of a gynecologist? 
Leo has an answer. “It’s a myth that you can 
be sexually incompatible. The level of under- 
standing that you should have, before you 
get married, is enough to overcome that.” 

“—. Obviously, if you're having sex for the 
first time, like, on your honeymoon, it’s not 
going to be, like, mind blowing,” Janie inter- 
jects, making me feel less silly. 

Marriage, it seems, is the brass ring, and 
it’s subject dear Leo’s heart, especially. 
While Janie’s parents are married, Leo’s 
parents are divorced something says in- 
formed his decision to abstain. “I really wish 
that I'd had a good, stable father as a kid. 
That’s why I kind of abhor men who treat 
women so lightly — not only my dad, but my 
stepfather also, treated my mom very lightly 
and they left. That really marked me, how 
valuable commitment, responsibility, is. My 
stepfather, that was his attitude: ‘Oh, think 
there’s someone out there who can give me 
more pleasure.’ There was emotion involved 
— but think about what was already there.” 

What was “already there” was a sexual 
attraction to another woman. From a cynical 
perspective, it’s this threat of the unknown, 
and its twin demon, instant gratification, 
that seems begat TLR’s driving conclu- 
sion: what you don’t know can’t hurt you, 
or threaten your relationship. Ideologically, 
this runs counter to the liberal, anti-indi- 
vidualist Cantabrigian bent. Why should sex 
exist in a bubble? 

Leo chortles and shakes his head. “It 
doesn’t exist in a bubble. It exists in the con- 
text of a relationship where you completely 
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value the other person. . . . 1 mean, people 
use the analogy, you need to ride a bike 
before you buy it. Yeah, well, people aren’t 
bikes. You can’t try them out, because, the 
sexual act has this expression the 
whole person, and outside of marriage, 
you're not doing that. You're basically say- 
ing, need test your body see it’s 
going to give me pleasure.’” I flash to my car 
inspection and cross my legs. 

Justin Murray, via phone, echoes Leo’s 
sentiments. “We cannot pretend that those 
earlier sexual choices aren’t something that 
don’t affect your marriage — that’s bag- 
gage you bring with you — memories that 
you're comparing your spouse against,” he 
warns. “Experiencing that level of intimacy 
something that could make dynamics 
that relationship present with you 
marriage.” He doesn’t go into statistics. And 
why should he? Much like love, it seems, the 
drive for abstinence is in some ways blind 
and transcends empirical justification. 

All fine and good, in the abstract. But 
what about real life? What happens when 
had few beers and restraint goes out 
the window? | decide to turn my attentions to 
coupled Janie, who is surely acquainted with 
the dark underbelly of self-control. 

“There is so much more that we do,” she 
laughs. “I mean, it’s so small. The physical 
aspect of our relationship is an aspect, defi- 
nitely, but there are so many other things; it’s 
not even something we really think about.” 

Walking home, started feel sort 
sorry for Janie and Leo. Here they are, barely 
into adulthood, groping to define something 
they’ve never experienced! Depriving them- 
selves due to fear masquerading as self-re- 
spect! I wanted to play the wise, jaded aunt. | 
wanted tell them that their self-worth didn’t 
hang by such a delicate thread; that they 
were, in fact, selling themselves short by 
considering it so, whether they chose to have 
sex not. 

But to them, it seemed, love was a 
theoretical topic, something selected from 
a course catalogue and discussed in the ab- 
stract, like string theory or Proust. And you 
know what? True love, as they define it, 
with nothing to compare it to, probably does 
exist — simply because they believe it does. 
And so it seems almost criminal to accuse 
them utopian After all, college 
a great place to philosophize, to take ideals 
for a test drive (if not human bodies, as Leo is 
anxious to point out). For now, their minds, 
like their bodies, are untarnished. 
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RECREATIONAL COOKING CLASSES 
SATISFY EVERY APPETITE

two food-loving childhood 
friends named Ben Cohen and Jerry 
Creenfield signed for Penn 
State correspondence course 
making, just for the hell Seven years 
later, their investment had been developed 
into multi-million dollar company, Ben 
Jerry’s, using their basic technical skills, 
sugar-loving palates, and the ingenious idea 
taking something bad for you that tastes 
good (ice cream) and making worse for 
you and even better tasting (ice cream with 
chocolate chunks and peanut-butter swirls 


and tie-dye 


Ben and Jerry's results are certainly not typi- 
cal, and ice-cream making courses are hard to 
come by these days, but recreational culinary 
arts classes are still a fun, gluttonous way to 
spend an evening. Not only do they guarantee 
you'll eat well that night, but, unlike the time 
you took that Tae Bo class, you'll learn skills that 
you'll actually use. 

The practicality of these classes, along with 
the increasing popularity of Food Network's 
celebrity chefs and shows such as The Next Food 
Network Star and Iron Chef America, has led to higher 


demand for food education and given us more 


culinary-class options than ever in New England. 


According to Sean Leonard, director of rec- 
reational programs at the Cambridge School 
of Culinary Arts (CSCA), enrollment in the 
non-credit recreational programs has 
increased by an average of 30 percent a year for 
the past three years. As a result, the CSCA adds 
about six new recreational classes each year, 
as well as more kitchen space; in January, the 
school will add a fifth kitchen to accommodate 
yet more classes. 


“lI would attribute it to Food Network,” said 
Julie Burba, director of communications and 
class instructor at CSCA. “People seem to be more 
interested in doing the things they see on TV.” 

Leonard said sushi-making, weekend 
brunch, and holiday classes in particular have 
been hits. But the most popular by far has been 
the “Cooking Couples” series, which began with 
one standard menu and has since expanded to 
include 11 sessions on everything from ethnic 
cuisines to aphrodisiac dishes. A“wine and 
dine” option includes a food-and-wine pairing at 
the end of the meal. 

Couples classes generally cost $70 per person, 
and enrolling twosomes don’t necessarily have 
relationship friends and family are 
welcome (though, in that case, the aphrodisiac 
class should probably be avoided). 

Other schools and community centers in 
the Boston area offer similarly intriguing and 
affordable culinary-arts courses, which range 
from the basics to more involved topics, includ- 
ing cheesemaking and booze appreciation. 


BASIC SKILLS 


Burba and Leonard suggest starting with basic 
technique classes, such as the six-part “Back 
to Basics” series at CSCA. Students learn how 
to use knives and eggs, and to create soups, 
stocks, salads, and sauces, all of which are 
helpful skills more advanced and specialized 
classes. “Back to Basics” also teaches cooking 
techniques such as roasting, stewing, grilling, 
and braising. four-week “Techniques 

of Baking” course covers pies, tarts, breads, 
and cakes, while an additional course teaches 
students work with puff pastry. All series 
courses can be taken separately. 

Terence Janerico Cooking Classes in Boston 
offers single sessions in breads, casseroles, 
hors d’oeuvre, pasta, chocolate, tapas, and 
“cooking ahead.” At the Cambridge Center for 
Adult Education, students can take “Seafood 
for Beginners,” “Simple Cakes and More,” and 
occasional classes covering basic skills and 
techniques (check Web site for schedule up- 
dates). Likewise, the Boston Center for Adult 
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football isn’t your thing but still 
like to have a cooking party, the folks at the 
Cambridge School of Culinary Arts will cus- 
tomize any of its classes for groups of six or 
more, and Terence Janerico in Boston will 
allow you to create your own class to fit your 
group’s needs. 


WINE EDUCATION 

Great food deserves great wine, and so most 
schools with cooking classes also offer courses 
on tasting, appreciating, and pairing wines. 
If your Friday nights usually involve a bottle 

of Two-Buck Chuck (or, worse, anything in a 
jug), the one-session “Wines You Can’t Afford”

Education offers “Basic Cooking Principles,” 
an introductory class based on the five founda- 
tions cooking sautéing, steaming, roast- 
ing, braising, and pan-frying. The center also 
hosts a course on basic kitchen and knife skills 
and “Cooking 101,” which promises to teach 
you and dice like the chefs TV.” 
Watch your fingers. 


ETHNIC CUISINES 


Sure, takeout is easy and delicious, but it’s 
cheaper and healthier to make your own. To 
master tricky foreign cooking techniques and 
ingredients, sign up for a course in your favor- 
ite ethnic cuisine at an adult education center 
in Boston, Brookline, or Cambridge. 

In addition to classes on cooking New Eng- 
land favorites, such as chowder and seafood, 
the Boston Center for Adult Education teaches 
courses creating sumptuous Italian (biscot- 
ti, pasta, risotto), French (pastry, cheese-tast- 
ing, wine), German (kloesse, rokohl, sauer- 
kraut), and Indian (curries, tandoori dishes, 
breads) dinners. The Cambridge Center for 
Adult Education offers “The Art of Middle East- 
ern Cooking,” as well as one-session classes 
showing students how to create a complete 
Indian dinner or a traditional Latin 


American Christmas feast. Brookline 8 
Adult and Community Education of- 


ferings, which take place at Brookline 
High School, include “Italian Regional 
Cooking,” “French Bistro Cooking,” 
and walking (and eating) tours of i 
Boston neighborhoods, such the 
North End and Chinatown. 

Also, the French/Cambodian fu- 
sion restaurant Elephant Walk spon- 
sors Classes by its chefs at its Cam- 
bridge location and in Jamaica Plain. 
The three-part Cambodian cooking 
series teaches students to stir-fry, 
steam, and braise authentic cuisine, 
while French and Spanish Classics 
courses, offered in conjunction with 
Saveur magazine, emphasize tech- 
nique and food culture. 


PARTIES 


Despite what its name suggests, 
Eurostoves in North Beverly does 
more than just sell stoves: it also 
hosts unique weekend cooking 
classes. While many of its class- 
es focus on throwing dinner 
parties cocktail-party style or 
as a Sopranos-worthy Italian 
feast, two its cooking series 
are parties in themselves. 
The Sunday Patriots Package 
and the Monday Night Foot- 
ball Series get football fans 
together to cook a complete 
meal inspired by the night’s 
NFL competitors (imagine 
gourmet tailgate party). For 
example, when the Patriots 
take on Baltimore in Decem- 
ber, students will learn 
make Maryland crab cakes 
and baked stuffed haddock, 
then chow down while 
enjoying the game. 


course from Brookline Adult and Community 
Education will give you the taste of the good 
life, if only for one night. The Boston Center for 
Adult Education offers classes exploring wines 
from various regions of Italy, France, and Ar- 
gentina, as well as a fine-wine master class. 

More serious winos can enroll in a wine- 
studies certificate program at the Elizabeth 
Bishop Wine Resource Center at Boston Uni- 
versity’s Metropolitan College. This intensive 
program is broken down into four comprehen- 
sive levels covering everything from tasting and 
pairing wines with food to an overview of the 
wine industry. Students are required pass 
exam with both tasting and written portions 
before advancing to the next level. 


MAKING STUFF 


For those more interested in producing wine 
than sampling it, Quinsigamond Community 
College in Worcester offers a two-part class in 
winemaking, or vinting, through its Training 
and Education Center for continuing educa- 
tion. Students learn about the history, cultural 
significance, and biochemistry of wine, and 
then create their own. Each student leaves the 
class with 15 bottles (three gallons) of his or her 
personalized vino, which should be more than 
enough get them through the week. 

In addition to winemaking, Quinsigam- 
ond’s “personal enrichment” department of- 
fers a beer-brewing course. The two-week sem- 
inar covers beer appreciation (aroma, mouth 
feel, color, and head of beer) and history, 

ingredients, brewing techniques, and 
the fermentation process. Students each 
create two cases (five gallons) of their cus- 
brew take home. 
¢ Finally, Quinsigamond teaches a one- 
day class on the art of cheesemaking. 
The course begins with cheese tasting, 
then progresses to the science of mak- 
ing cheese using a mozzarella/ricotta 
kit capable of creating a whopping 20 
pounds the stuff. All Quinsigam- 
ond wine, beer, and cheesemaking 
courses are held off campus at the West 
Boylston Homebrew Emporium. 

If you're willing to venture out to 
Ashfield for more cheesemaking vari- 
ety, New England Cheesemaking Sup- 
ply offers “Cheesemaking 101,” a full 
day cheddar, fromage blanc, créme 
fraiche, queso blanco, mascarpone, 
ricotta, mozzarella, and more. This 
beginner-level class examines tech- 
nique and involves lots tasting for 
the cheese aficionado. “Cheesemak- 
ing 201” more advanced two- 
day course in making French-style 
fromage such as brie, camem- 
bert, reblochon, and other soft 

and semi-soft varieties.
